— Many of tho news- 
papers in their weekly political re- 
views deal with PreRideiil Castro's 
visit in connection with tlie Venezuelan 
situation. 

Tho Tagablatt .say.s: The Gorman 
government cannot much longer show 
favors toward the president unless ho 
gives assurances that Venezuela will 
fulfil her International obligations. 

A notabla fact Is that the somi- 
ofllcial Nord Deutsche Zeitung utterly 
ignores the presence of Castro. Such 
a course lias never before been adopt- 
ed when the chief of a foreign state 
was visiting Germany, oven although 
In a private capacity.

London, Dec. 19.— The flrst session 
of parliament under the prenilerahip ot 
Herbert II. Ascpiith came to an end 
toda\-. 'The two houses will meet agalll 
on .Monday, but only to receive tha 
King's assent to bills already iiassed, 
after wliicli they will bo prorogued un- 
til February lli. 

.Many minor laws wore enacted dur- 
ing tile year, but of the ten Important 
measures foreshadowed in tho King's 
speech .only live lind a place in the' 
statute books. Those arc the Old Ago 
I'ension Bill, the Irish Uvilvcrsities 
Bill, to which as-3ont was given be- 
foie adjourninenl for the summer va- 
cation, and mousures fixing eiglit hours 
as the tlmi^ miners shall work under 
giMund, providing for the purchase 
of the London docks at $115,000,000, 
and placin.g them under a central au- 
thority, and a bill for the better protec" 
tion of children. This last bill abolishes 
police court trials for children, pro- 
hibits juvenile smoking, and alm.s at 
preventing minors from visiting 
saloons. 

Of the other measures projected, tho 
licensing bill was rejected by tho 
House of Lords, and two education 
bills were withdrawn because of tho 
failure of the church party and the 
nonconformists to report a compro- 
mise. Tho bills that aimed at the bet- 
ter housing of the working claspoa 
were put off until the. next- ses- 
sion, while the promised measure for 
Irish land valuation never saw' light, 
and the Irish land purchase bi}l was 
dropped. - ■ ^ 

Among those corisiderod of •lesser. 
Importance, tho government .passed, 'an 
act empowering the Judges to give- 
habitual criminals Indeterminate seri- 
tcnces for the two-fold purpose of re- : 
forming their habits and protecting'^ 
society, and a bill impeding penalties 
for attempts to break up public meet-' 
ing.s. The latter is the result of the 
■suffragette agitation, one of tho politic 
cal features of tho year. So active 
have the women been that members of 
tho cabinet were unable to secure a 
hearing at public meetings, and for 
part of the session the galleries of 
the llouso of Commons had to be clos- 
ed to the public bccausG of a recent 
organized disturbance. 

The session widened tho broach be- 
tween the Liberals and tho House of 
Lords. The rejection of tho licen.iing 
bill for which tho Liberals claimed they 
had received a mandate at the election 
of 130R, augmented tho bad fooling re- 
sulting last year from the rejection or 
mutilation by the Lords of the educa- 
tion, plural voting and Scottish land 
valuation bills. 

"Mr. Balfour and Lord Lansdowno," 
says tho Westminster Gazette, tho 
chief government organ, "appear to 
have registered a vow that the Liber- 
als should make no further progres.i 
with reforms In tho church and 
schools, land and licensing, hence' tho 
House of Lords question is for the 
Liberal party a question of its own ex- 
istence, and the obstacles the house of 
Lords put in the way of Liberal legis- 
lation must bo removed." 

There Is stiil talk of tho dissolution 
of parliament and an appeal to the 
country against the action of the 
lords, but it is more llkoly that Pre- 
mier Ascpiith will try another session, 
tin- main feature ot which will bo tho 
budget, introducing radical changes in 
taxation. The changes include the re- 
form of the income tax, a high license 
for saloons, and taxation of land 
values, wliich would chleily affect 
lirewers, l;uul owners and tho wealthier 
classes, .and which the Liberal leader;-! 
believe would prove popular with the 
masses. One dilllculty arises in tho 
fact that the bond-i uniting tho various 
factions of the liiberal party aro not 
.so close under Wr. Asquith as under 
Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, and 
the Liberals would not present such a 
united front as they did in the last 
election. 

The bin providing for an eight-hour 
day in coal mines, which in th(f pro- 
cess of amendment became actually a 
measure for a day of nine hours, was 
tlnally adopted by the House of Lords 
this morning. It goes Into effect July 
1, 1909. The bill originally contemplat- 
ed eight hours from pit to surface, but 
its ' opjHinenls eliinimiti^d the time oc- 
cupied in descending to and ascend- 
ing from the workings and calculated 
half an hour's timu each way. Tho 
result Is that eight full hours must be 
spent In actual labor below tlie groundi

The Principals' Report 
The princ ipals, Messrs. R. V. Harvey 
and J. I'. Harnacle, reported that satis- 
factory ijrogress had been made In the 
work for iht McGill University nia- 
irlculatlons and il. M. C. entrance e.x- 
aminations. In Latin, Price and Mat- 
thews were tlrst, only sei>arated by 
one mark; in Frencli, while all the 
papers were good. Price was easily 
1st with !J9 per cent. In English, tlie 
best paper on the "Merchant of Ven- 
ice" was done by K. Corsan, who ob- 
tained 87 per cent; while Bowser's es- 
say on "Ubstlnacy," was perhaps the 
best that has ever been produced at 
the school. The standard of all the es- 
says was very satisfactory. The ma- 
thematical work, with the exception of 
Algebra, wa.s well done. The Euclid 
(books III and IV), was particularly 
pleasing; 11. Bell-lrvlng'.s work in nia- 
tlicnialicM in tho examination was ex- 
cellent. In lOuclld he obtaiurU !ui per 
cent, in arithmetic SO per cent, in trig- 
onometry 71 per cent and in algebra 
85 per cent. bLing lirHt in i-ach of these 
subjects. In cluniititry. thi; e.-:amina- 
tion work of half the cla.ss wan cpiite 
satisfactory; howi.'ver, thr otln-r half 
was not good. In drawing a very liigh 
standard was attained, .Matln-ws l)elng 
tlie lop lioy witii '.i.S per cent. 

In tlic fourth form Latin. Shildriok 
and t;rii)ble ai'c not far yliort of tlie 
lifth form standard, whili; tlie .'^anio 
may la. said of .Sprncrr In l'"ri-nch. in 
the lower di vl.'^ion.v Sullicrlaiul did well 
in botli Latin and l'"rencli, wliile tlie 
nui.sl marked jirDgresM was made liy 
Hand.

EXTENDING TRADE. 

The department of Trade and Com- 
merce has prepared a circular to \n\s- 
inc'ss men In which tlioy are tisked 
for suggestions as to what can be done 
to increase the export trade of the 
Dominion, and also for suggestions aa 
to changes in tlic ciimpilutlon of trade 
Kl.atistics and tlie collection and dis- 
tribution of information recelvi'd from 
trade commissioners. A circular of 
this kind, when It is received by a 
liushiess man, ought to receive the 
bi>Kt eoiisideration lie can possibly 
fiive it. No Minister and no menilier 
of the permanent staff of a depart- 
ment can hope to understand tlie 
practical ipiestinns ,'irlsin^ froni day 
to (lay in eonnectiiui with foreign 
traih- as llie men engagetl In that 
trmle understand them. It is only 
necessary to talk for a little wljlle 
with a iiioriii.'uit eng:igod in Oriental 
eoninienee to learn that in this line 
of trade uni(|ue conilition.^ occur, con- 
ditions, which would never suggest 
theni.selves to a man in a government 
olHce in Ottawa. Many merchants 
are slow to communicate the result 
of th(dr experience and observations 
to the public, not because they do not 
wish to give others the benefit of 
them, but because tliey wish 
to avoid the appearance of posing as 
authorities, yet the Information pos- 
sessed by such men Is just the in- 
formation which the Department of 
Trade and Commerce ought to have. 
If it is to fornuilat.; plans, which will 
lie of use to the buslneaa community 
Thcroforo wo are glad that the cir- 
culars are to be Issued, and hope that 
those recr-ivlng them will afford th& 
Hepai'tmi-nt all the as..;|stance in their 
power. Even a minor suggestion 
might lead to a far-reaching Inquiry 
and a valuable result.

If there wen> a laml 
connection across the Gulf of Georgia, 
prrnln would come here as a matter of 
course, even tliough tlie iii;ilnlaiiil 
cities were as aceesjalile iiy watr^r ;i.s | 
they are now. lUit Cir-loads of grain I 
can be carried from the mainland i i i 
the Island more cheaply hy ferry than 
liy a land route of rnual length.

car-ferrles, '*Qlvcn return freights, " 
said the manager of the Pere Mar- 
quette railway, "and I will carry 
freight by car-ferry sevenly-iive 
mill's across Lake Michigan for ten

ot would carry l,ono tons of freight, 
or 2,000 tons on a round trip of 150 
miles.

AN ORIENTAL DREAIVI. 

A Calcutta despatch nttrlbutcs the 
unrest .among the euueated natives of 
India to the influence of Japanese 
agitators, and alleges that the number 
of Japanese, touring that country. Is 
constantly on the inerea.'^e. It also 
speaks of a dream, iiululKod in by Home 
leading Japanese, of a great Oriental 
federation with the Mikado's empire 
at ihfs head. A good many generations 
have passed since the Orient has pro- 
duced a great leader, but It may be 
that the spirit wiiicli made Kublai 
Kliau the most iiowerful man oi' his 
century, yet lingers somewhere in 
Eastern Asia and only awaits an aus- 
Iilclous hour to make Itself manifest. 
In dealing wltli the iirieiit we haxe to 
realize that tlie unknown <|uantilies 
in thi" problem are many and very im- 
portant. Of course, the story, which 
comes from Calcutta, may only be llie 
Invention of a correspondent, but well- 
informed people are convlnied that the 
leaders of Japanese national llioughl 
are dreaming of tlilnirs, which would 
not look well in print. A Japanese 
will assure you that his nation ha.s 
absolutely no ambitions In the way of 
terrllorial expansion. Marquis Ito, as 
he w;is iln ii culleii. a.-;siireil the l_'olon- 
ist less tlian twelve years ago that 
Japan had within her own border;; all 
the scope, wliich her expanding popu-

Tho youngest 
of tho European monarchs, the twoiity- 
luo-year-oid King of Spain, h.as been 
King .'Jince the day he was born.

.Mr. Harry Barnato. wiio lin.s Just 
died In the prime of life, is the latest 
addition to tho list of South .Vfrlean 
millionaires whose' li\'es have closed 
prematurely and often tragically. .Mr.

promise were disclosed we have again 
and again declared our conviction that 
the real trouble would not arlsi' upon 
the matter chiefly discussed between 
the Primate and Mr, Runclmun and 
most bitterly debated betwoim tho 
more rigid Nonconformists and the 
more uncompromising Chiirehnien, W'e 
have expressed the view that the pro- 
posals dealing with "coiilracting out" 
were the broad blot upon lli(> Bill, ami 
w ei e iiidefi'iisible ill the meaauri' as 
it .Hiodd. This forecast has been veri- 
fied to the letter. 

The Dally .Mall says:— If tile effort 
of moderate men fail and the ICduoa- 
llon Bill Is abandoned because of ex- 
tremlpt opposllloii, the position of the 
Ministry will be unhaiipy. It will have 
siieiil the best jiarl of three niontlis 
in llie barren labor of ploughing the 
sands. It will luu'e wasted the time 
and energy of its sii))))orlers In de- 
bating two Hills, both of wlilch have 
collapsed. .Not only tills, but also 
It will have interfered with its legis- 
lative programme of next \ear. The 
autumn and winter arc iioriiially de- 
voted to the elaboration and discussion 
by the Cabinet of Bills for Hie follow- 
ing year. If such discu.ssion and 
aboration of measures do not take 
place the consequence is that hasty 
and Immature Bills are Introduced 
which fall to pass the House of Lord.s 
Thus the whole future of the Minis- 
try may well be bound up with pre- 
sent negotiations. Should they eoiiie 
lo nothing, the question Is wdiethcr, 
with tlie liye-elecllons running strong- 
ly against his adminislratioii, Mr, 
Asiiiiitli can niiicli lonRer coiUiiiiie tlm 
struggle Willi ill-luck and with the left 
wing of his own parly. .Against un 
linmediale dissolution on the Liceii.i- 
ing Bill and the education question Is 
no doubt the fact that the one Is 
thoroughly unpoimUir In the English 
eonstitueiicles, while the Government's 
attiliidi'. on the other nuiHl arouse the 
oiiposlllon of the Irish. Still, no .Min- 
istry can remain inteniiiiiiibiy in oflice 
and accomplish nothing and Mr. 
Asqultli may relied that the more ho 
dela.\s and the longer he overstays 
his welcome the greater must bo tlie 
catastrophe to his party. 

The .\rchblsliop we do not doubt 
f remarks the Daily Chronicle) Is per- 
fectly frank and sincere In his deslrii 
lo effect a settlemeni, aiul to ji resent 
no demands which are not reasonable 
In themselves and eonsisti'iil with thii 
principles of the bill. His language at 
the Church House yesterday, forbids 
any other Idea even If anybody were 
uncharitable enough to harbor it. 'I'lii: 
one thlim which his Grace is deslnnis 
of avoiding is even the seiiiblanee of 
"sharp pnictice, over-statement, or 
grasping greed." It Is perfei-ily ol>\ ions 
therefore tliat lie must ne,>d full time 
for reconsiilerat ion. l.'nder I'ressiire of 
emergi'iicy he has siibmllted to the 
board of education statistics wliich he 
had not had time to \'erll.\-, and which 
Involved such absurdities as tlie in- 
clusion In the cost of maintenance of 
church schools of some ilenis which 
are in fact defrayed by public authori- 
ties, and other items, such as "hire 
of a football flold," We do not for a 
moment desire to attribute any mo- 
tives, but It is perfectly plain what 
the effect of the demands based upon 
such calculations would be. It would 
mean the exaction Of such terms from 
the govorniiieiit as Would render con- 
tracting nut almost universal in urban 
.areas. The government must ruit be 
l ushed liy a desire to ( ffect an immedi- 
ate selticnient Into any further in- 
crease of the gr.mts. The tiucstlon 
should now be reconsidered, or cdse 
the Hettlemeiit will come to ^rrlef. 

The parlinnienlarx- rorrespondoni of 
the Dally Chronicle writes: It trans- 
pires Hull the number of a;>plicaiits 
for old-.T(,'e pension in Ireland is far 
greater proportionalidy than from anv 
other pari of the I'ni'ed Kiiigiidin. 
What is more remarkable, the Irish 
applicants exceed Hie total iiuiiiher of 
persons above TO years of at;e in lie- 
laiul. It Is officially estimated tllal 
the number of jiersons 70 years of age 
and u\-er in Irelanil Is l.S'1,000. l)f 
these approxhnalely ,'!2,U00 are in re- 
ceipt of pocr-lnw relief. l'resiiiiiabl.\- 
therefore there are only irii.oni) per- 
sons in Ireland who are eligible by 
age for pensions, and of these theie 
must be a certain number disqualified 
beeausH they have private means. On 
the official tlgures 150,000 would be a 
liberal •estimate of the number of men 
and women In Ireland entitled to 
claim an old-age pension. But the 
nnmber of applications for pensLon.s in 
Ireland is no less than 1!),1.I38. This 
remarkable discrepancy between tlie 
number of applicaiils and the ofilcliil 
records of Irish jiii])iilatioii is fixcithig 
a great deal of attenllon In political 
circles,

Mr. JMcPhllUps pointed out that tho 
liouso had not been wlretl by his 
clients nor had they any control over 
the apparatus in the house.

Hrothorhood of Bookbinders who has 
ever visited Victoria, Is President 
Kobert Glockling, of Toronto, one of 
the best known and most popular la- 
bor men In eastern Canada. ' ]\lr. 
Glockling reached hero Saturday and 
l&ter addressed the members of the 
local Bookbinders' union at their 
rooms on Johnson street. He liad ii- 
great deal to tell the members of the 
progress of the craft all over tho con- 
tinent. The unions la the brotherhood 
are In a flourishing condition gener- 
ally.

The Ilrlcklayers' and Masons' Union 
of Victoria won a vielory in the Judg- 
liieiit of the I'ull Court last week ill 
the suit of (iraliarn vs. Knott, the lat- 
ter being the secretary of the union. 
In effect the decision relieves any 
trades union of liability to an ajiijli- 
cant who refuses to submit to a test 
tor admission to the union and falls 
to secure omploynient as a result of 
his refusal to comply with the union's 
conditions. They can threaten to 
ntrlku If ho Is employed, and so force 
Ulm out of work, as tlioy did In this 
case, and still not be illable. praham 
was a stonecutter just out from Eng- 
land. On arrival at 'Victoria he ap- 
plied for admission to the Bricklayers' 
itnd Masons' uni^n. but refused to sub- 
mit to their unfamiliar test. Later he 
secured employment, but his employer 
soon received a notice from the union 
threatening a strike if he were not dis- 
missed. This was repeated 'wherever 
he secured work. Grahnm sued the 
union, and Judge Laminnan, In the 
County Court, ludd that there was ac- 
tionable wrong and that he ■vvas en- 
titled to remedy. Chief Justice Hun- 
ter and Justices Moiii:;on and LMement 
unanimously allow the union's apjieal. 
holding that there Is no .actionable 
wrong, tile union showing no luallclous 
intentions, but merely protecting it- 
.solf. In deli\-eriiig Judgment file Chief 
Justice said: "It was not dlsinitcd. 
and cannot be disputed, that a body of 
workmen may, for the protection of 
their Interests, associate tliemsel\-es 
together and ju-c'scrlbe conditions for 
tlie admission or rejection of others to 
their association. If any condition ap- 
pears to work hardship by resulting In 
the rejection of any applicant there Is 
no remedy by which that body can be 
forced to tussoclato themselves with the 
applicant. And^ lt;^.,would. Indeed, be 
futile to attempt an.v such thing, as 
that would be In conflict with the un- 
doubted right of all iiersons to choose 
their own asso^t^tfbtis." The union's 
appeal from the'" decision of Judge 
Lamiiman was allowed with costs.

^HOSTS and other preternatural ap- 
paritions have always been recog- 
nized as among the essential factors 

of a good old-fashioned Christmas. 
Our forefathers loved to gather 
round their mighty fires in their ill- 
lit halls at Yuletide to listen to the histories 
and legends of their ancestors, whom, when 
their imaginations had been sufficiently lu- 
flamcd, they would seem to see in the flesh 
once more, flitting across dark corridors and 
])ceping from behind the wind-sliaken arras. 

So, in course of time, men grew to look 
for ghosts at Christmas as naturally as for 
mistletoe and holly berries. And the ghosts 
obligingly made a note of our requirements, 
more especially- as they were surer of a sym- 
pathetic reception at that time of year than 
any other. A man may be cynical, if you like, 
on August bank holiday, on Christmas eve 
never ! Christmas became the fashionable 
time for haunting. No self-respecting ghost 
could afford to be out of the swim at that 
season of the year. Thus wc find that specters 
of old established reputations — ghosts who 
may almost be said to have retired from 
business — will put in an appearance at Christ- 
mas if on no other day in the year. 

There is a wicked Jemmy I^owther, for 
instance, otherwise known as the "bad Lord 
Lonsdale" of whom indeed, history makes no 
record, but whose iniquities are still recounted 
with bated breath (or used to be) by tlic 
people of Westmoreland. For centuries this 
notorious spirit energetically haunted the 
^vholc county frightening his dcscendents on: 
of their \\'its, raising uncarthl_\- dins, scaring 
luirsc girls and tca.sing cattle. Xow in more 
dignified style he contents himself with rid- 
ing as a phantom coach and six at full speed 
across the country, generally at Christmas 
time. No one ever seems to have seen him 
or his equipage, but the sound of the wheels, 
the snorting of the steeds, and the objurgations 
hurled by his lordship at his invisible coach- 
man scrx'C to remind the coiuitr\' people at 
the fcsiive seasrin that lie is not "laid" for- 
ever beneath Wallow Crag as they had the 
impudent assurance to suppose. 

Queen Anne Boleyn and her less famous 
sire have also given up haunting for many 
years past ; and if they are to be seen at all 
it is at Christmas they must be looked for. 
Like Lord Lonsdale, both these personages 
rex'isit the glimiiscs of the moon in roaches. 
The luckless ([ueeii (lri\-cs down the avenue at 
lilickling hall, holding licr.hcad in her lap in 
a hearse-like conveyance drawn by four head- 
less horses with headless coachmen and 
grooms to match. Poor, pretty, flightly Anne 
Boleyn! You little thought that yours would 
become a shape to frighten lovers in their 
evening rambles, and send the ciuldreu 
screaming lo their nurses! Her father, vSir 
Thoinas !!oic}-n. is also a headless spectci', 
<lri\'cn ])}• headless horses. Jle has to cross 
40 bridges and drive through .jo gates till 
someone courageous enough can be found to 
open or to shut — we forget which — one or ail 
of these before him. The headless driver in 
the coach-and-six is a frequent apparition in 
Ireland. On Christmas eve, wdien a family is 
seated at the board expecting a lielated guest, 
the noise of wheels will be heard. There will 
he a rush to the door, it will be flung open 
and in the darkness without the spectral coach 
will be seen driving av/ay — sure harbinger of 
misfortune for host or guest. 

A legend of this kind must materially con- 
tribute to the enjoyment of the Irish Christ- 
mas dinner I 

,;Theti there is the spectral headless horse- 
man of Wyecoller hall, near Colnc. This 
ruined mansion was the scat of the Cunliffes 
d£ Billington, a family -which became extinct 
in i8iy, in fulfillment of a curse laid upon it 
by the murdered wife of 'bne; of the mem- > 



bers. Every Christmas a headless cavalier, in 
seventeenth century costume, gallops widely 
up the road to the hall. He dismounts and en- 
ters, making his way with echoing footfall up 
the stairs. Fearful screams arc heard, the 
tragedy is re-enacted and the horseman re- 
appears to gallop franlicall_\- away over hill and 
dale, as if the devil were at his heels. 

Yorkshire is infected by ghosts and these 
never fail to gratit'y the legitimate expecta- 
tions of the Christmas holiilay-maker. Be- 
tween Driffield and lleverly is the old 
Gilbertine priory of Wat ton. There are several 
uncomfortable legends connected with this 
venerable pile, and it is not easy to identify the 
various spectral visitants who haunt the place. 
There was an erring nun, who was walled no 
acording to the humane fashion of those days, 
and some declare they have seen her. The 
most authentic api)arition, however, is that 
associated i.vith a wainscoted bed room con- 
nected with the moat by a secret passage. In 
this room a myalist lady took refuge with her 
child when the mansion was attacked by a 
maurauding band of Roundheads. Her re- 
treat was discovered and the Puritans, in- 
censed by her haughty replies, dashed out her 
child's brains anil struck oft her head. Now 
the poor lady comes once a year to sleep 
in the oak-paneled room and next morning the 
bedclothes are found-disturbed and bearing the 
impression of her fair form ; and if any one 
occupies the bed she appears at the foot hca'd- 
less, in bloodstained garments with her child 
in her arms, standing motionless for a while, 
and then vanishes. 

.Another victim of the barbarous practice 
of the bad old times was Walter Calverley, who 
was pressed to death at York in 1604. There 
is a painful story of his begging his old 
servant to sit on the st(jnes with which the 
life was being slowly crushed out of him. "A 
pound or more weight lay on, lay on I" The 
servant obliged his request, and was hanged 



for his good nature. Calverley seems to have 
nourished (and not unnatural) considerable ill- 
will against the human race, lie used to gallop 
about on a headless horse, running down any 
luckless folk he met in his path. Then he A\as 
"laid." But a clerygnian who visited Calverley 
hall about Christmas time was unpjeasantly 
reminded of the dead criminal's post-mortem 
activity. The reverend gentleman felt some- 
thing creep on to his chest as he lay in bed, 
pressing him very hartl, and was then thrown 
three times on to the floor. Other pranks has 
Calverley played, such as t(dling ihe bell tiv 
ward the close of the vear from midnight til! 
dawn. (The weiglit on the chest of which the 
clerical gentleman complainerl is a sensation 
not unknown about Christmas time, and is 
not always to be ascribed to supernatural 
causes.) 

The north of England has not a monopoly 
of ghosts. Once upon a time, at Bisham Ab- 
bey, on the Thames, lived a learned lady, the 
wife of Sir Thomas ilolby and afterwards of 
John Lord Russell. .As ill-luck' would ha\-e 1:, 
the eldest son of this ICli/.abcthan l)lue-stocking 
was an idle urchin, so averse to learnirjg that 
he Lised deliberat(dy to spill ink over his coj)y 
books. If much learning had not made Lady 
Russell mad it had made her extremely 
irascible, and she diastised the bad little boy 
so severefy that he died. Dr. L<ee, author of 
"Glimpses of the Supernatural" states that "in 
taking down an old oak windo\v-shutter of 
the latter part of the sixteenth century a 
packet of antique copy books of that period 
was discovered pushed into the wall between 
the joints of tht: skirting, and several oi these 
books on which young Holby's name \\ as \\ rit- 
ten were covered with blots, thus supporting 
the ordinary tradition." The unnatural 
mother is now seen at Christmas gliding 
through a certain chamber, and washing 
bloodstains from her hands. Her little victim 
is never seen, and sleeps soundly, where tire- 
some masters and mistresses and copy books 
are not. 

Cilamis castle in P'orfarshire, has a whole 
staff of ghosts and we arc not sure that their 
visitations are confined to any particular sea- 
son of the year. That wicked person, Earl 
l^atie, may be relied upon to return to his 
ancestral hall at Christmas time. For was it 
not on a dark and stormy winter night — pos- 
sibly Christmas eve — that he announced his 
intention of playing cards, although it was th.e 
Sabbath ? The righteous Scots properly recoiled 
with horror from such a proposal, and Earl 
F^itic retired grumbling to his room, declaring 
that he would welcome the devil himself as 
a partner. The invitation was responded to 
with alacrity. A tall, dark stranger appeared, 
and the reckless thane offered, if he \vere the 
loser, to sign a bond for \sdiatsoever his iu\s- 
terious guest might ask. They jdayed with a 
zest. A butler who incautiously peeped through 
the keyhole, had his eye blinded by a sudden 
streak of flame; and I'atie hasung lost the 
game, the stranger vanished with a bond for 
what the carl did not precisely know. Five 
years later he died and-as his spirit continued 
to return to play cards with the dark stranger 
in the old chamber this was bricked up and 
remains the "Secret Room of Glamis Castle." 

Xo wandering, troubled spirit has more 
claim upon our credulity and our sympathy 
than the hapless Latlv llothwell, who returns 
every year lo \A'oodhouselee, upon the Esk'. 
Her husband, James Hamilton, or Bothweil- 
haugh, lost his lauds as a result of his de- 
votion to the ill-fated i\lary Queen of Scots. 
His wife retired with her infant child to her 
own personal estate of Woodhouselee, not 
knowing that this had been given by the 
Regent Murray to a creature of iiis, the Lord 
Justice Clerk Bellenden. This man came to 



Woodhouselee while the household was asleep 
and had the brutality to turn the lady and 
her infant out in the woods in their night- 
clothes. Next' morning Lady I !aniilt:on was 
found wamlering a raving lunatic, the chW^ 
dead in her arms. She died herself a few days 
later. Her husband~sworc to be avenged, and 
laying his plans carefully, shot Murray, IVIary's 
traitor brother, in the streets of Linlithgow. 
Men bore the wrongs done by process of law to 
those they loved less patiently than they do 
now. I'.ut still poor Lady Botlivveil walks in 
])iteous guise the park of Woodhouselee. 

If supernatural a|)pariti(jns are to be con- 
sidered as they uiuloubtedly are, indispensable 
featiu-es of Christmas entertainment then the 
good people of Edge llill, near Ivcinton, in 
Northampshire, had good reason to think 
themselves highly favored at Christmas, 1641. 
A battle between Cavaliers and Roundheads 
hafi taken ]dace at this spot a moutii or two 
previously and to the amazement and horror 
of the villagers the action was fought over 
ag.ain almost every evening during Christmas 
week by spectral warriors. First the sound 
of drums, as afar off, would be heard, then 
the tramping of armed men, the trampling and 
neighing of horses, the firing of guns; then the 
ri\'a! hosts \\(iul(I appear in the air and the 
battle would be repeated in all its details. King 
Charles 1. sent some of his officers to investi- 
gate the phenomenon, and they declared that 
they recognized among the ghostly warriors 
se\ eral of their old comrades who had fallen 
in the engagement. 

In the same county of Northampton (says 
Mr. Thistleton Dyer) there still lingers the be- 
lief that the ghosts of suicides and of unfor- 
tunates buried at cross-roads with "stakes in 
their insides" have a particular license to wan- 
der about on Christmas eve, and to wreak 
their vengeance on defenceless persoRS. 
Cdiosts are generally believed by the country 
folk to be more s])iteful at this season than 
at any other. In Ireland, however, the ban- 
shee who is usually more a friend of the 
family than otherwise, selects this time for a 
visitation. 

Then there are the superstitious practices, 
savoring of a belief in ghosts, that obtain at 
Yuletitle. In .some parts of Great Britain, no 
doubt, damsels anxious to get a husband 
"court the ghost." .'\t nndnight on Christmas 
eve. the girl goes into the garden and plucks 
twelve sage leaves and as she does so she will 
perceive the shadowy form of her prospective 
husband approaching her. After which she 
usually takes to her heels and calls for smelling 
salts. 

If you go into" the wood in the early morn- 
ing of Christmas day, having neither eaten 
nor drunk since nudnighl. and without mak- 
ing the slightest noise, you will meet as many 
funerals as will take place in that parish dur- 
ing the coming year. At least this can be done 
in Sweden ; and as early morning strolls in 
winter could be prosecuted more agree- 
ably here than in that country, a trial might be 
made of the practice among us. 

In Denmark, if, when a party of people are 
seated round a table on Christmas eve, one 
of their numl)er silently get up, goes outside, 
and peeps through the window, he will see 
the iierson or persons to die within the en- 
suing twelvemonth without the head. In most 
eomitries these eerie su|)erstitions and obser- 
vations have been relegated to All Hallows 
Ecu, which used to be the Ghosts' Festival par 
excellence. 

Yes, most of us see ghosts at Christmas 
time. Thev do not all come to us in dreadful 
guise, clanking their chains and showing 
ghastly wounds. Most of us see ghosts 
of a different kind ; by the Christmas fire- 
side and at the Christmas board, we seem to

HRIST.M.VS was first instituted by 
one of the I'opcs in the year 138, 
and it soon became the most im- 
portant of all the fcsiive days in the 
calendar, for 200 years it was 
movable like other church days, 
but in the fourth century by order of Pope 
Julius I., a convention was called to make in- 
vestigation regarding the day of Christ's na- 
li\-ily, and Ijy common agreement the twenty- 
fifth of Decend)er was accepted, and Christ- 
mas then changed from a movable to a fixed 
festive day. It has always been celebrated in 
its double significance, both as a day of holy 
corhmemoration and of festive merriment. 

Early Christmas Revels 

Among the early revels of the Christmas 
season were the so-called feasts of fools. The 
lower classes imitated the higher, and the 
higher for the time laid aside their usual de- 
corimi. This reversing of the usual conditions 
of society was sometimes prearranged by the 
appointment of a "lord of misrule." It be- 
came his duty^ to provide all possible forms of 
amusement with the people of all grades and 
of all ages as the actors. Comic masks and 
fancy costumes were worn, and everything 
was encouraged that would add mirth to the 



occasion. In later years the custom of deck- 
ing the houses and churches during the Christ- 
mas season with e\ergrcens became commrm. 
This had its origin in the forms of worship 
practised by the Druids, who believed that the 
sylvan spirits made their homes amid the 
groves that were ne\'cr nipped by the frost. 
The holly, ivy, laurel, rosemary, and mistletoe 
served for these chuiehes and home trim- 
nungs, and hey were not removed till Febru- 
ary 2, the feast of Candlemas. 

This Cliristma.-; celebration, in some jiarts 
of luiroju', soon became to be regarded as Ihe 
"children's festi\-al," and Christmas eve was 
the favorite period of the year for the giving 
of presents, especially in the family circle. A 
small yew tree was set up in the house and il- 
luminated with small candles. The branches 
were decorated with trinkets and hung with 
nuts, fruit, and all manner of gifts, each gift 
being marked with the name of the party for 
whom it was intended. 

Customs Have Been Preserved 

The ways of the world and the customs of 
the people change more or less from century 
to century, but it is pleasant to know that for 
1,500 years December 25 has been ol)served 
as the most festive day of die year. Wc have 
preserved all the charming customs that had 
their origin many centuries ago. We decorate 
our churches and our homes with the same 
evergreens; we erect the Christmas tree, and 
every limb is illuminated and loaded , with 
presents. .The day; is still the "cliildren's 



day," and it is dedicated, from morn till eve, 
to feasting ami merry-making. 

The evergreens illustrated arc all intimate- 
ly associated with our Christmas season. The 
holly is possibly the favorite; in fact, it seems 
to have but this one purpose of Christmas 
decoration in mind during its growth The 
leaves are rigid, and their arrangement is such 
as to jiroduce the \-erv best effects. The har- 
mony in color between the green of the leaves 
and the red of the berries is perfect. 

We may be led to suppose that the holly 
is able to retain its colorin.g durmg the cohl 
season because the leaves arc- so firm and 
rigid, being almost leather-likc in texture. Yet 
a charming fern included in our winter gath- 
ering for decorative purposes is not tough and 
rigid like the holly. On the contrary, it ap- 
pears qliite delicate, like all of its fern asso- 
ciates, and it is wonderful that, even in mid- 
winter, it retains its summer coloring. The 
upper leaflets of the frond are covered witlt 
spore cases. This evergreen is honored with 
the name of Christmas fern. 

The mistletoe rightfully finds a place in 
all Christmas decorations. 'J'he lyeopodium is 
a long, creeping vine, with branchlcts spread- 
ing themselves, fan shaped at frequent inter- 
vals. 'Phis is found in great abundance in the 
pine regions, and every year large quantities 
arc brought to market for the purpose indicat- 
ed by its appropriate jiame, the trailing Christ- 
mas green. It is admirably adapted for fes- 
toon effects.

IIumaiil(,\- 
is asking more earnestly than ever what 11 shall do ti> 
lie saved. The old answer will stittice: "Helii ve in the 
l.iord Jesus C^lirist," l>ut do not becloud this answer 
by ''darkening counsel by words without knowledge."

Perhaps these lines hardly express the 
autumnal feeling out here, for it is only in the 
creeks and on the flats near the lake that the 
marvellous transient colors of our hardwood 
trees arc shown. On the hills the pines hold 
fast to their summer color. They ;d\vays seem 
to me to despise their weaker b'rcthren, who 
have, perforce, tu stand throug-h the winter 
naked and shiveriny in the coid, waiting; until 
the spring before they can clothe themselves 
once more. Not that the pine does not shed 
its needles, but it is done unobtrusively and 
by degrees. 

We have had just two slight touches of 
frost since I last wrote, aiul \he hills had a 
little snow, which soon went. In other re- 
spects it has been, and is, a perfect autumn — 
the most perfect autumn I have ever experi- 
enced. 

The feeling of autumn, the death of the 
leaves, has been perhaps empiiasized by the 
loss our little community sustained in the wife 
oi one of our members, \vho died after a few 
days' illness. Not that our numbers arc fewer, 
for :i tiny babe is'Xeft to console the grief- 
•stricken husband. 

And this brings me back tn one of the 
questions we hoped to solve, \vhich was : 
"Why is the Englishman so disliked in Can- 
ada?" and I confess I am utterly at a loss to 
give an answer, as in our trouble we met the 
greatest kindness, help, and .sympathy from all 
our neighbors, ami, indeed, from many people 
who were at the time complete strangers. And 
yet we are all English! And I don't know 
that we arc any different from the average, 
though I have ccrt;iinly heard stories aliout 
rather inadaptabic folk from the Old Country' 
who almost seem to expect crops to sow them- 
selves and reap themselves, and the land to 
give them an income without demanding la- 
bor. We have not actually come into contact 
with this type, -but it .seems to exist. I sup- 
pose the real source of the heli^fiilness of our 
neighbors here is tliat they sec that, hcjwever 
little wc nui}' know of the work we have set 
ourselves to do, wc are at any rate in earnest 
in our efforts to learn, and, if we can, to suc- 
ceed. At any rate, as I have said, we have 
been met with great friendliness on all sides, 
and are feeling very much more cheerful than 
when we first settled down. 

We have been busy getting the remainder 
of our apple crop picked and i)acked, and in 
arranging ;ilso to jilant a_ niunber of young 
fruit trees in the s[)ring. 

And then wc have had a good bit of 
plouLiliing t>) do, inciflcntaily finding many an 
old stump hidden under the soil- which tries 
the horses and also the ploughman's temper. 
Insect life is ^ery scarce. The common earth- 
worm we have not met as yet, and wire- 
worms and leather-jackets — do you know these 
gentry? — are very scarce. 

This augurs well for next year's crops; that 
is, if we can keej) down the wild lettuce, which 
at ]M-esent is rampant, tdose cultivation with 
the horse cultivators v.'ill no doubt helji us. 

Gradually we arc getting to know our 
neighbors, one of whom appeared one day 
trundling a home-made barrow, laden with on- 
ions. I bought them at a cent a pound. A 
two-mile walk with a barrow, the wheel of 
which consisted of a log, really deserved some 
recognition. 

(jf i)(,lat(ics we ha\ e already laid in ;i store 
at the sa.me jiriee, sufficient to last tis through 
the winter.

within reach of his grinning jaws. Some day 
I must tell you some more yarns about the - 
.coyote, who seems to be endowed with all the 
cunning of the South African jackal and twice 
his strength and agility. 

The question : "Do the people in this dis- 
trict manage to live on the returns from their 
farms?" is one to which v/e have been giving 
a good deal of attention. Some of my ac- 
quaintances deny this, averring that, with the 
exception of a few farmers, all the neighbor- 
hood are possessed of private means; perhaps 
not much, but enough to keep the wolf from 
the door. When we get a little more leisure 
wc are going to have a talk with them, and see 
whether it is really so, or whether it is just a 
variant of the peculiar bucolic pessimism 
which is so common at Home. Most of our 
neighbors seem to me to be doing pretty w6ll, 
and from what I have been able to observe so 
far, I do not think that many of them rely on 
anything but their own energies. 

Others of our acquaintance declare that a 
good living is to be made, that we cannot do 
better than continue in the path we have 
chosen, and point with pride to this one who 
pays his grocery bill by the eggs he sells, and 
that one who keeps a family in comfort on two- 
cows and a dozen sheep. What with cattle, 
poultry, vegetables, and fruit, plus a gbod deal 
of personal energy, there doesn't appear to me 
to be any very grave obstacle iit the way of 
making a living here. The soil is wonderfully 
rich aiul productive, the climate delightful, 
and the atmosphere so invigorating that work 
on the farm is comparatively easy, and even 
enjoyable— at any rate, to those who prefer a 
life in the open air to confinement in office or 
factory. 

Between the two extremes we are endeav- 
oring to ascertain the truth, making every al- 
lowa^ncc for the personal equation, which js as 
much to be considered -in British Columbia as 
,in Timbuctoo or London. The result of our 
inquiries 1 will acquaint you with in . due 
course. Suffice it to say that many and de- 
vious are the ways adopted by some of our 
neighbors to make both ends meet (and over- 
lap I) Perhaps such a quest savors of a social 
inquisition ; but- nevertheless, it is well within 
the scope of our mission, which is, after all, to 
make both of our own particular ends meet, 
even should the attaining of this desirable end 
involve many "chores" hardly to be termed 
"farming,"

By a new and delicate operation Dr. J. 
Thon'ipson Schell has restored the sight of

only slight use. As there was no evidence of 
di'^ease in the eyes themselves Dr. Schell de- 
cided that the trouble lay in the brain, p.irticu- 
larh- as Carter suffered excruciating headaches. 

The operation consisted of opening the 
brain by the removal of two tiny "buttons" at 
the base of the skull and taking out a quantity 
of cerebrospinal fluid to relieve the pressure 
on the optic nerves. It was wholly successful. 



The Area of Standing Timber in the Province of British Golumbia 




if^fe?^ 1 1 1'- United States lumber iournals arc 
laughing at the estimate oi .-.oiiic df 
the British Coluird^ia slatisi icians as 
regards the extent of the standing 
timber of this province, says tiic 
Western Lumberman, One thing is 
evident, tli.at the United States mill men them- 
.selvcs, at le.ast a great ni.iny of them, ha\-e 
l)r;ictically denionst rated to llieir own salisfac- 
tion (h:it there ;!ri' still ;i\ailable v.ast ;ireas of 
line tinihcr dii the Canadian side of the J\-i- 
cific coast ; ;ind what is more, liave managed 
to get control of about 75 per cent, of all the 
old crown granted timber and license timber 
on the market. 

The finest timber is said to be held by Mr. 
-Merrill of .Merrill & Ring. 'A generation ago 
,i\lr. iMerrill came o\-cr here as a young boy 
and hunted up Mose Ireland, still alive and do- 
ing business as a timber cruiser at 85 years of 
age. Mose had been in the lumber business in 



the J'.astern States an.d knew what t^food tim- 
ber w;is. l{\-en in tlioso da\-s he told yijuno- 
^1 err 11 that he could give him timber ;U .Si 
])er acre which ^vas as thick as hairs on a shoe 
brush, .and e\ ery tree a whopjaer. In fact he 
showed )-oiing Merrill, close to Vancouver, the 
very pick of timber in the \-.ast untouched 
forests of British Columbia. .Mose said the 
other d;iy; "W ei! sir, when that 'kid' saw the 
elrj.st'l}' packed trees ol great size Hlo])ing do\vn 
to the water's etlge, in the enthusiasm of ycjuth 
he flung his hands above his head and shoutetl 
'glorious, glorious.' He was generous to me 
for locating for him his nucleus of a great for- 
tune, but he only paid a dollar an acre for the 
crov/n grant to this princely estate. 

"Most of this timber has not been touched 
to this day, and as it is crown granted, lie ab- 
solutely owns it, and it rein'esents to him a big 
fortune." Then Mose added laconally: "i 
made him a millionaire." And this is the irony 



of fate. I\Io.-=c has enough to cat and drink' but 
Ih.at is about all, and he still lives in his little 
hut away up the coast, and ^vorks hard pros- 
pecting for someone else, and still he lias a 
kind word for young Merrill, now a middle- 
aged man who gave him a handsome tip for 
pointing out to him a million dollars worth 
of timber (or the asking. 

But this is straying from the subject — the 
extent of the standing timber of British Co- 
lumbia — one man who roamed the forests ol 
J-iritish Columljia for i.'o 3'ears in scarcli of 
timber and who is now in close touch with 
the industry as a government official was 
asked to give an approximate of our standing- 
timber. He said that no man could do that 
with an idea of coming near the truth. He 
had, however, thought a great deal on the sub- 
ject and then he began figuring on a slip of 
paper, and pointed to the sum he had figured 
out. It was 72,000,060,000 feet, He was ask- 



C(l to exj)Iain his figures. lie said that he had 
been in business li)r a generation .and had 
watched the depletion of the forests from year 
to 3'ear, and after much thought had decided 
^hat in 80 years the timber of this province 
would be exhausted. 

The cut last year, which was a very heavy 
one, and would be much larger than this year, 
was 900,000,000 feet and this multiplied by. 80 
woidd make the total cut in 80 years, taking 
last 3'ear as an average, 72,000,000,000 feet; or 
if the forests lasted a hundred years,' 90,000^ 
000,000 feet. 

This is what the Pacific Coast; Ltunber 
Journal says of our standint;- timber: "State- 
nients about BHtish Columbia are quite num- 
erous. They have, not yet reached the statis- 
tical point. There is a regular evolution on 
standing timber statistics. First comes the 
wise man from the cast; he sees a big tree and 
is told it contains so many thousand feet of 



lumber. In short order he is prepared to make 
an estimate of the amount of standing timber 
in that country. Then comes the secretary of 
some publisher, last of all comes the govern- 
ment official who, with much red tape, many, 
unstamped statistical inquiries, mttch expert-^ 
ing .ai^d summarizing, the official figures are' 
prepared. Last of 'all, the sawmill man goes 
to work and after all has been cut — according 
to statistics — there is much left. For a niim- 
^er of years titatemcnts of a wildcatter ' from 
the cast was accepted as to the amount of 
standing timber in tho state of Washington; 
His guess was 650,000,000,000 feet, which went 
unchallenged for some time. Later the gov- 
ernment started in and cut. the guess down to 
.nbout 20 per cent. Later, it was raised to the 
generally accepted statement of 200,000,000,000 
feet. No one who is conversant with timber 
conditions believe, however, that this is any- 
where near the cosrect amount. , . 
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W^^EFORE leaving Simla Dr. Sven 
il^Sf" Hediii, who was then a guest of 
"'^^ the Viceroy of India, dcHvered a 
'lecture in the handsome ball-room 
at Vice-regal Lodge, in the pre- 
sence of a distinpuislied audience. 
Lord and Lady Minto, Lord Kitchener, Sir 
Louis Dane (Lieutenant-Governor of the Pun- 
jab), Lady Dane, and a number of other ladies 
and gentlemen were present. The official 
world at 1hc summer headquarters of the Gov- 
ernment of India was fully represented, the 
Executive Members of Council, the principal 
officers at Army headquarters, and the Secre- 
taries of Departments being all interested lis- 
teners. Sven Ilcdin had originally intended, 
in 1906, to make Simla the starting-point for 
his journc}' of exploration ; but, as entrance to 
Tibet from the side of India was forbidden 
under the standing orders of the home Govern- 
ment, he had to abandon his plans and work- 
round from the direction of Ladakli into Chi- 
nese Turkestan. It was thus more than, two 
years since he had last appeared in Simla, and 
there was extreme expectation shown as to 
the story whicli he would have to tell. It was 
known that he had undergone severe hardships 
on some parts of his journey and that the sus- 
picion of Tibetan officials had on occasions 
nearly proved fatal to his undertaking. His 
discovery of the true sources of the Brahma- 
putra, Indus, and Sutlej had been made pub- 
lic some time before, together with a brief an- 
nouncement of his adventurous journey 
through the unexplored tracts of Central 
Tibet between the Upper Brahmaputra and 
the inland lake region — a journey which re- 
sulted in establishing the fact that a continu- 
ous niountain range stretched .from Lake 
Tengri-nor W.N.VV. towards the Karakoram. 
Then curiosity was stimulated by the exhibi- 
tion, in the first place, of a large-scale map 
which the explorer had drawn in the brief 
space of fom- days. It showed the blank 
spaces on the ordinary maps filled in with 
mountains and lakes, range after range 
stretching south-eastwards from the Pamir 
region towards Northwestern China. The 
routes taken during the last two years were 
clearly outlined, and they appeared as zigzag 
lines from Lelj to Shigatze, with offshoots in- 



to Northern Nepal, showing how wide had 
been the field of exploration covered. The 
words "Trans-Himalaya" — the name given to 
the vast tract which had been crossed again 
and again — indicated that henceforth geog- 
raphers would have to readjust their ideas re- 
garding Central Tibet, no longer a tableland, 
Init a country of vast mountains with passes 
higher than those of the Himalayas. Apart 
from the map there were several hundred 
sketciies in pencil anrl in water-colors, photo- 
graphs, and panoramic views. Sven Iledin is 
an artist as well as an explorer, and his por- 
traiture of Tibetans, officials, soldiers, and no- 
mads, is exceedingly clever. The interiors 
and exteriors of temples, with Lamas at their 
devotions, were rendered with striking fidelity, 
and there were many revelations of the La- 
maism which plays surli an imjiortant part in 
Tiln'lau life. Tlic-e sketches arc unicpie, and 
yet they are only ,-i small portion of the manv 
hundreds taken. The panoramic views had an 
interest of their own. The}' showed snow 
mountains and glaciers, shallow valleys with 
the characteristic Tibetan lakes everywhere in 
evidence, and the treeless tracts which stretch 
for hundreds of miles in these desolate upland 
regions. The scheme of color in these pano- 
ramas was simple enough, the vivid blue of 
tin.- lakes contrasting with the dull red fore- 
ground and the cold whiteness of the snow 
l>eaks. t)ne could ])icture this region swept 
by winter storms and apjireciate the tlifficnl- 
tics of travel in such an inhospitable countrv. 
It was not surprising that after the lecturer 
had told what he aptly termed his short storv 
of long journeys the sketches and views were 
inspected with the closest attention ; they 
served to give point to the incidents whicli 
were briefly passed in re\ iew, 

I^ord Alinto, in conveying the thanks of 
those present, said: — 

"I am sure the audience will join with me 
in extending a \'ery heart)- \-ote of thanks to 
Dr. Sven llcdin. We welcome him back to 
Simla as an old friend, and are delighted to 
see him looking so well and hearty after all 
the hardships he has gone through in the 
wilds of unexplored Tibet. And now that he 
is back amongst us we really owe him a debt 



of gratitude for the delightful lecture he has 
given us this evening, full of interest and inci- 
dent. But, more than that, he has taken us 
into his confidence and has told us, in advance 
of any public announcement, of explorations 
and discoveries of immense value to the geog- 
raphy of the world. I am sure we ail 
appreciate that confidence and have listened 
with delight to his fascinating description of 
his hardshi])s and adventures. We hope now 
that he will have a happy journey houic to 
Sweden to receive the. welcome of the family 
who have been so anxiiuisly watching and 
waiting for him, and we shall share in the con- 
gratulations of his fellow-coimtrymen." 

As regards the lecture, which lasted for 
.some three hours, it is impossible to give all 
the geographical detail, but some of the gen- 
eral remarks cannot fail to he interesting. 
Sven Hediri Observed that geographers had 
!"'(Mi accustomed to regai'd Tibet as an enor- 
mous plateau land, situated between the two 
highest mountain systems on the earth's sm-- 
face, Kwenlun and the Himalayas, and to 
think that from the comparatively level sur- 
face of this plateau 'mountains rose as groups 
or islands, or as small short ranges. Only the 
Kwen-lun ranges, the Arka-tag, the eastern 
part of the Koko-.shilis, and Tang-la, and some 
of the ranges situated between the upper 
courses (jf the Indo-Chinese rivers were really 
drawn out on existing maps as uninterrupted 
chains: and the same was, of course, the case 
with (hose parts of Tibet which had actually 
been sur\'eyed and where the Karakoram was 
the most magnificent range of all. But for the 
rest of Tibet, the interior of this most enor- 
mous upheaval of the earth's crust, the maps 
bad hitiicrto beein uncertain, and vain efforts 
had been made to find out any kind of oro- 
graphical order or plausible systematic ar- 
rangement of the mountains. A'arious exijlor- 
ers, including the lecturer himself, had crossed 
the parallel ranges to the east and west, and 
had exjilored the broad latitutlinal \-alleys lying 
between tliem ; luit there was a great gap — 
the greatest unexplored tract still left in Tibet 
— to be filled in. This was the objective of 
the journey of 1907-8, during which the ex- 
plorer moved through the country lying be- 



tween the routes of his predecessors, passing 
up and down and surveying the tract that was 
unknown. He was thus able to show that the 
great range which starts east of Tengri-nor 
runs continuously west-north-west to the re- 
gion south of the Karakoram. It was quite 
true that certain parts of it had been known 
and exidored before; but "Trans-Himalaya" as 
a wdiole geographical unity, as a new geo- 
graphical region, had been neglected more 
than the moon; and now it would be intro- 
duced for all time into geographical literature. 
The fact of the parallelism of all the ranges 
to the north of the Himalayas had at last bcqn 
demonstrated. A country with this strictly 
parallel arrangement of its mountain^ ranges 
w.is said to lie called in German a "Falten- 
land," and a mountain sysieiu whh the same 
orr),L,rrapliical architecture' a "Ealtengcbirge" ; 
'J'ihct was pronounced to be the greatest 
"Ealtenland" of the earth, although Persia was 
also a beautiful example of the same structure. 

But there wore very distinctive physical 
fentures in Tibet. Between the several ranges 
stretching through the whole of the country 
liie latitudinal valleys were divided into a great 
Muml)er of self-cont;ii;ied basins — i.e., without 
outlet to the dcean or even to Eastern Turke- 
stan. In the Ijotlrmi of almost every such 
depression was a salt lake, where the rock-salt, 
carried down by small brooks, had accumu- 
lated for thousands of years. As a rule the 
ground of these latitudinal valleys was very 
level, and many different agencies were at 
work to bring about a levelling effect. The 
Irost forced ihe hardest rocks to burst and 
fall iiUo pieces; the finer material, dust and 
snow, was carried along by the wind and con- 
trilniled to fill in some depressions; larger 
material was brought down in the brooks and 
by rain-water; and the result was that the 
ranges were growing lower and lower. The 
relative altitudes of hills and valleys had been 
diminishing in the course of innumerable cen- 
turies. Once, no doubt. Northern Tibet was 
as accentuatetl as the Himalaya region ; it was 
•he work of long geographical periods that had 
given ii its present relief. Solid material had 
filled in the, deep valleys and depressions; de- 
nudation and transportation were still going 
on, and what was called a plateau was a per- 



fectly secondary phenomenon. Plere the lipri- 
zontal lines prevailed, especially in Central 
Tibet, and one had to go down to peripheral 

country to find vertical lines in the landscape. 
Sven 1-ledin's panoramas showed how very 
level the land was as a wdiole, in the. same way 
as the ocean seen from shipdeck presented a 
level appearance in spite of high waves. The 
whole of Tibet, he said, was like a sea, the 
gigantic waves of which, driven up by north- 
ern or southern winds, had been changed into 
stone in the moment of their worst fury. Gn 
the ocean every ninth wave was held to be 
higher than the rest. In Tibet, the case was 
similar; after a certain interval the travellcr 
came to a mountain wave much higher than 
its neighbors. It was the tangential pressures 
on the earth's crust that had forced these 
ranges to rise; and, as the pressure had been 
stronger in the west, the ranges there Avere 
situated mucli closer to each other than' in 
the east. They diverged from the enormou^ 
mountain knot of the Pamirs, and the distance 
between them became greater and greater as 
they trended eastwards.

PROPOSED SCOTTISH SHIP CANAL, 

The Glasgow Corjioration have, says The 
Standard of Empire, decided to approach the 
British Government with the intention of ob- 
taining sanction for the proposed ship canal 
which is to join the Forth and the Clyde, and 
so connect the North Sea directly with the 
Atlantic. It is expected that great advantages 
will be secured by this innovation, both to 
commerce and to the navy. The Spanish Ar- 
mada, in its day, would certainly have been 
glad to find such a channel in existence ; as a 
"large portion of the ships of that great fleet 
were wrecked off the iron-bound coasts of 
Scotland. The existence of this canal will fa- 
cilitate concentration of ships for strategic 
purposes, and unquestionably prove a most 
valuable asset in time of war. The trade that 
may be expected to pass through it in ordinary 
circumstances should soon repay .the cost in- 
curred in its construction. It is uhderfetood 
that plans and drawings are already ready, so 
that the work may be taken in hand as rapidly 
as possible. 






IFTY years ago the famous Proclamotion of 
Queen Victoria, transferring the govern- 
ment of India from the E3ast India Com- 
pany to the Crown, was read In all the 
great cities of India; and Liord Mlnto read 
at Jodhpur a new Proclamation from the 
flrat Emperor who has ever exercised undi- 
vided control over the whole Indian penln- 
. sula, .^ays the London Times. The Queen's 
Proclamation was l.ssued at a momentous period In 
the history of BrUi.sli rule. The embers of the Great 
Eevolt wore still smouldering, and Micliel'.s troopers 
■n-ero still chiislng Tantia Topi umld the wilds ol: Cen- 
tral India. The ansry r)i^ssions that had t)lazed £oriii 
upon both side.s were -still visllile. Griiat Britain hail 
subdueil tho rl.sing-, but she; had to face the task of 
oonstr'jotliiK a new administration out of the frag- 
ments of the old. Into tliis arena of fierce encounters, 
and of traKic memories which still wore fresli and 
poignant, came tlic message of the Queen, lireatliing 
u .spirit of l]umanlt\- and forgiveness and peace. 
"Writo It," wrote her Majesty to I^ord Derb\-, "re- 
•memhorlng that it is a femaii> .Sovereign who spe:il<a 
to more tlian 100,000,000 of Eastern people on assum- 
ing the direct government over lliem after a Ijlnody 
civil war. . . . Such a document sliould breathe feel- 
ings of generosity, lienevolenci;, and religious feeling, 
pointing out the privileges which the Indians will re- 
ceive in being: placed on an equality witli the sub- 
joots of the British Crown, and the prosperity follow- 
ing in the train of civilization." In that spirit the 
Proclamation was written; In that spirit, despite 
many accusations to the contrary. It has been scru- 
pulously observed. The British In India have no rea- 
son to fear the verdict of posterity upon the half- 
century that has elapsed since the control of th« 
Company was replaced by that of the Government of 
India as we know It today. 

The changes which have been wrought In the In- 
dian Empire during the last 50 years are very great. 
The accessions of territory represent sm enormous 
area. Upper Burma, Baluchistan, and the Dooars 
have passed under our control. Our political frontier 
tias been extended to the borders of Afrhanistan and 
the high Pamirs on the one hand, and to the upper 
waters of the Mekong on the other. Our flag has 
been carried alike to the Roof of the World and to 
the heart of Indo-China. Kxact statistics of the area 
and population owning our sway In 1858 are lacking. 
No accurate estimates were made until 1872. but In 
that year tin area of tlie Indian Empire was calcu- 
lated at ].)50,Tl-t s(i\i.are miles, with a population of 
2;i;j millions. Tijiiay it is estimated at 1,706,597 square 
onllcs, with a popnlatlon of 2!IIV-: nilllions. That is 
about one-dfth of the jiormlation of the whole world. 
It is not always re;ill/.i-d that two-tiftlis of this vast 
teriitory Is still under luitlve rule; and these figures 
do not Ini'hule elUii'r the tribal tiu-'-ltory between our 
administrative frontier anil the Durand line on the 
Jiorthwest, whicli is under our iiolitleal control, or the 
countries Afghanistan and Nepal, wliloh are to a 
considerable e.-it' ot under our Influence, 

Tho material develojiment of India under the 
Crown has been ei|ually impressive. When the 
Queen's I'roclaniation was read, Jolin Bright said in 
Parlianiont that tlure '.vi-re men- "tra volable" roads 
in a singli; Eiiglisli countj- tli/m in tlie wiude of In- 
dia. Tho CJraiul Trunin Uoacl iinly reached lo nen.ares, 
and hail hardly an.. liridg.'S. 'I'liree little stretclies of 
railway were thrust Inland from liomhay, 1 'alcuttii and 
Madras, liut their total I.'iigtli wa;; scarcly 300 miles. 
lydfit April tliiri' were .'10,^87 miles of railway open 
and iietirly 2,o00 miles under eonstruction, while jirob- 
.-ibly nearly 200,000 miles of roads were being nuUn- 
t.alned. \\'lieii the Company was resisting the advent 
of the Crown in IS.IS, the Court of Directors boasted 
that their Irrigation works irrig.-ited 1 u inllilon acres, 
today tlie major and minor irrigation works Irrigate 
nearly --'j nilllloii acres. This is exclu.slvo of private 
irrigation worlis, which probably irrigate another 
ifiu million .-icres. The total irrigated area of llrl- 
tl.sil India, including both State and private worUs, is 
now close iijion HO million acres even in a dry \iiar. 
Tim foreign trade of the country has grown by I'eaiis 
nnd bounds. In the last year of the Company the ex- 
])orts of .India wore valued at 39% millions sterling, 
and tho imports at 14% millions. During tho year 
which ended last March the exports were estimated 
at lis millions sterling, and the Imports at 91 mil- 
lions, whlld tho addition of 24% millions for net im- 
ports, of treasure brings the aggregate total to tho 
enormous sum of 2ZZ% millions sterling. There was 
only one jute factory in Bengal In 185S, and the 
Bonibay 'cotton inlU 'Industry was still in its infancy. 
Toddy the forests 'of. chimneys In tho lalaiui of Bom- 
bay and on Iho banks of tho li^ugli attoat the extra- 
ordinary growth of tho jute and cotton trades, All 



over India the process of Industrial development Is at 
work, and 700,000 persons are now In regular muploN - 
ment in Indian factories. .Much of the capital on 
Which these Imlustries are based Js Indian. 

It would be easy to pour forth streams of figures 
In proof of the progress of India under tho Crown. 
Take, for Instance, tho question of revenue. In tho 
year before the Mutiny broke out tho total revenue 
at the then rate of exchange, was 33% millions sterl- 
ing. Last year, allowing for the fall In exchange, the 
total was 71 millions, and for the current year It Is 
nstlmated at 73% millions; and these figures do not 
take Into account tho large growth In expenditure in 
local areas. Land revenue represented half the total 
receipts In tho former period, but now It only consti- 
tutes nine twenty-fifths of tho total. Take, again, 
the question of ednctition. In IS.'iS tlie expeniliture 
was .C lilH.OOO, .and tlu^ number of scholars conipara- 
ti\ ( ly siriall; last year there were 4-')4 million males 
uiiib'r instruction and t;2;!,000 females, while the t^ital 
expeniliture was millions sterling. Yet when It is 
<'onsiil rill that the last census revealed only IT)',!, 
million literate persons in India, of whom less than a 
million wen- fciii.ili's, it must be hidd that a complete- 
ly successful eilucatioiial pollc.\- is still far to siek. 
Only in oni" respi-rt do tin- av.-iilalile statistics sliow a 
declini' since IxTiS. Whim the Crown took ovei tlie 
<-fmlrol of India then' wrri' ii.T.flOO ICnglisli ,-uid 21:!,- 
OlIO native troops. Toilay. in si)ite of great Iticre.ases 
of territory, the streng'th is 70,000 Kngllsli and Mil, 000 
native troops, excluding the X'olunt^ers and the Im- 
perial Ser\ice forces. If, as is sometimes said, our 
rule rests upon bayonets, they are neither very num- 
erous nor very \ lsilile. 

It l.s not, liowc'ver, the ijurjiose of this article to 
deal solely with the moral and material development 
of India uiidi'r the Crown. Tin- few facts quoted are 
iiieiely introduced liy way of illustration They might 
be imlefinilel.\- muiti)ilied liiil space penult. in every 
deiiarlim-nt of the .■\dmlnistr;itii.ui a ri'iiiarkable ad- 
vance has been witnessed. The codification of the 
civil and criminal laws, which has doin- so much to 
improve the aiiministr;i tlon of .lusticf, was one of tln' 
tirst great t;isl-:s iiiiih'rtaki-n by the new executive. 
Tlie conservation •>( tin- forests of India, :i niatti'r of 
till- utmost Inipnrtaiu'i- to thi- wi-ll-lieing nf large 
masses of llie rural |iiiiiula tlon, was only l-"gM!i sys- 
termaticalK' .after the Cnnijiany ceased to exist. The 
wonderful systvm of famim.' prevention and relief, 
which lia.s just successfully undergone 11 most severe 
tost in the United Provinces, is entirely the creation 
of Crown control. The general rise In the standard 
of living and conifort during the last 60 years has 
been most m.arked. The evidence on the point Is 
overwhelming, though too detailed and too technical 
to bo reproduced here. Large measures intended to 
give tho people a considerable share In the manage- 
ment of their own affairs have from time to time 
been passed. In the Imperial and provincial Legis- 
lative Councils their representatives can make their 
voices lieard, even although there has been little real 
delegation of power. An elaborate system of local 
self-government has beim devised, which Is perhaps 
In excess of the reipiirements of the country. There 
are now 710 niuntcipalltb'S, with an annual Income 
of aljout six milllous steiilng, controlling the local af- 
fairs of ne.-irly !7 mlliiim |>eople. Tliere .are also 1,1)S7 
district ■•ind local bo.ards, wdtli an annual revonuo of 
o\-io' three millions. Hiil the .-ilrnost entirely rural 
(di.iracter of tin- bulk of the population of India, which 
iieci-ssiirll.v restricts loral self-government, Is never 
,adequ;itely realized in this country. In all Imii;i there 
are mily 'M towns \\itii a population of over 100,000, 
as against a.'i such towns In England and Wales alonij. 
The typical unit of jiopulation in India remains, and 
must always n ni.iiii, a cluster of dwellings around a 
well and a tree or two. 

Tho Queen's Proclamation 

For many \e;irs it has been the fashion among 
Indian pollticliins to say that the promises made In 
the Queen's I'roclaination luivo not been kept. They 
declare that the rulers of India have broken "their 
Iillghted word." They .are very fond of describing the 
Proclamation as their ."Magna Charta, but It Is vcrv 
much open to doubt whether many among tho mo- 
dern generation have ever seriously studied It. Mow 
many Bngllehmen know the text of their own Magna 
Charta? The llrst three salient promises In the Proc- 
lamation related to the princes of India. They were 
told that all treaties and engagements made with 
them by the Bast India Company were accepted by 
tho Crown, and would bo "scrupulouslv maintained." 
That promise has been faithfully fulfilled, and the 
most ancient treaties with native States- are regarded 
as being as sacred and as binding as when they wero 
first drafted. The next statement was that the Crowh 



desired "no e.-itensinii of our iiresent territorial jios- 
sessions." That also has bi-en strictly obser\-eil. hlver 
since the iniitlny the so-called "law of lapse" — whicli 
was not, as Is too often supposed. Invented by Lord 
HalhniKsii — has ceased to be exercised. The States of 
princes dying without ,)ielrs are no longer annexed 
by tile Crown. Adoption of an heir Is permitted not 
only during a prince's lifetime, but even after his 
death. The rendition of the great State of Mysore to 
native rule in 1881, after It had been administered \)y 
the British for 50 years. Is the most signal proof that 
no native State is nowadays a Xaboth'a vineyard to 
the paramount Power. The third promise to the 
princes of India was that the Sovereign would "re- 
spect the riglita, dignity, and honor of native princes 
as our own." That iuomlse, too, lias been ainidy 
maintained, and the |irin<es of India today enjoy a 
security and a consideration which thei'' forbears 
never knew under tin- .Mo.guls. 

.As to tlie subjects of the Crown, tlie I 'rn,>l,i niatlon 
declari'd the rio\i'rei,gn bound to tliem "Uy the same 
oldigatiiuis of duty whicii Idrui us tn all our other 
subjects." The iihr.ase is \-agiie, ;uiil a little dililcult 
lo Interiin.'t; but In so far as it implle.; the liiil.x' ,,f 
maintaining peace and security 01 life e.nil priii)erl.\', 
and the provision e: .-.ti-ict an;! im])artial justice, it 
has been uns wer vinsl ;.■ ailhered lo. The f.imnu-. pas- 
sage which follows, abeiii tile maintenance nf reli.nious 
llljei'ty, lias been ol)Ser\'id almost with an excess of 
■/.eal. Iflvery experienced Indian a ilmin ist la t nr knows 
how often tlie [iretext of "religious rights and feel- 
ings" has been utilizeil to co\ er vei\- mund.iiii; mo- 
tives for idistrui'tiiig some aiimlnisLrat.i\'e act. rio, 
too, with the promises conceruiiig the herlt.ige of 
lands, and the regard to be paid by the law to "the 
ancient rights, and customs of India." Tlu' \oliiiuiii- 
0U8 records of tho law Courts are an abiding testi- 
mony to the faithful fulfilment of these solemn under- 
takings. 

What, then, remains? The whole controversy 
which has arisen around tho Queen's Proclamation 
really relates to' a single sentence, which says: 

"And it is our further will that, so far as nuiy be, 
our subjects, of whatever race or creed, be freely and 
Impartially admitted to offlces in our service, the du- 
ties of wdilch they may be qualified by their educa- 
tion, ability, and integrity duly to discharge," 

It Is, in sliort, a question of loaves und fishes In- 
dian politicians allege that race doe,s, in all but a 
very few coses, constitute a dlsquallUcation for the 
higher olTlces in tho State. They point out. what Is 
unquestionably a fact, that at present no Indian may 
hope to reach responsible rank In the Army; and they 
contend that in civil appointments the present me- 
thods of selection lead to the belief that their exclu- 
sion is "Intended to be perpetual." Tho converse ar- 
girments wero set forth at considerable length by Lord 
C'urzon In his sixth Budget speech at Calcutta In 1904. 
Tho then Viceroy frankly maintained that the highest 
ranks of civil oraployment In India, though open to 
such Indians as can pass the neccLisary tests, must, 
nevertheless, as a general rule, be held by Knglish- 
nicn, for the reason that they possess, partly by here- 
dity, partly by upbringing, and partly by education, 
tho knowdedgo of the principles of government, tin; 
habits of mind, and the vigor of character, whicli are 
essential to the task, und tliat, tlie rule of India being 
a liritlsli rule, and any other rule being In the cir- 
cumstances of the case Impossible, the tone nnd stan- 
dard should be set by those who have created and are 
responsible for It. 

In advocating this contention. Lord chiizon was 
simply elaborating the princi|ilc laid down so long ago 
as 1S70 by the late Duke of .\rgyll, who. In his letter 
on the statute giving addiUnnal facilities to Indians 
to enter the Civil Service, wrote: "It should ni:ver be 
forgotten, and there should iie\'er be any hesitation in 
Laying down the principle, tliat It Is one of our first 
duties to the peojile of India, to guard the safety of our 
own dominion." Lord Ciuv.on went on to urge that 
the general policy of the government of Imlia, was "to 
reslrlct rather than to extend Kiiropean agency," and 
ho proceeded to quote many figures in HuiJjiort of Ills 
assertion, Tlio.se llgiires need not now be recapitulat- 
ed. The general purport was to show that since lS(i7 
— there are no statistics of earllm- years — there had 
boon a very great growth In tho number of Indians 
employed In subordinate iiosts, and a moderate but 
still \'ery apiireolable increase In the number employ- 
ed In superior posts. TJie liiitlsli li;mplre employs In 
India In the civil administration fewer than G.oOO of 
its own conntrytnen, of whom only 1,203 are In re- 
ceipt of salaries of XSOO a year or more. On tho other 
hand, the other side of the ipiestlon was rather forci- 
bly, but perhaps a little unfairly, put by an Anglo- 
Indian correspondent of Tho Times, who In a recent 
letter stated;. "It la a fact that by far the greater 



number of odlclals are Indian, but tliere is a constant 
teii,l,.ncv to excluiie ihem from posts that Kngllslimen 
v,-:int to 'hold, and to give them only posts that no 
Englishman would willingly take." The precise In- 
teipretation of this contioitious sentence of the 
cjiiei-n's I'r'H-l.uuation will probably always remain a 
subject of dispute. It may be said, however, that 
there is an increasing disposition to employ Indians In 
e\-erv grade of the ])ublic service; and in a year 
whiih lias seen two Iiullans appointed to the Secre- 
tar.\- of .'-;tat.''s Council. It can no longer be said that 
they are excluded from the highest posts. 

The Present Situation 

Till greatest change that has come over India 
din ing the ,",0 years of Crown -control Is In no sense 
mateiial. It cannot be expressed in statistics, and it 
I i nils no recor.l in current official reports. All the 
striking facts about the growth of trade and public 
works, of raii.\a,\-s uul of revenue, are of less impor- 
tance at the present juncture, from the point of view 
of the ruling Power, tlian tho unquestionable growth 
of insistent political aspirations. The common as- 
sumiitioii is that the appearance of these aspirations, 
in a somewhat rallltdnt form, waG a conseiiuence of 
the sudden advent of Japan into the front ranlc of 
world powers. That is by no means the case. To a 
limited degree they had been silently and almost 
Imperceptibly gathering strength f.;r many years, and 
the victories of Japan only ga\e them form and 
energy. It must be remembered that It was Great 
Hrltain. and not ,lapan, who first aroused .Asia from 
the slumber of centuries. The new and pulsating life 
of India was brought into bidng by our own efforts, 
and It Is the reflex Influence of the Uritisb Empire in 
India that has stirred all Asia Into activity. Half a 
centur.\- of ce;isel."ss and unselfish toil has brought 
about 'the iiievltaiile conseipiencis, wliicli at first 
were l.-irgely uiif.ireseiui. W lieii the Queen's Procla- 
mation was re.ul in Iniiia the country was still to a 
great e:;tenl isolated, as it had been for hundreds of 
\-e.u-s. 'I"he sea and the eternal mountains sliiit It off 
i'l-om the world ->vithniit. 'the people ,)f l-:iigland were 
only vagmdy conscious of its realities, and Were not 
lieeplj- interested in Its v.ell'are. Compara ti \-ely few 
Inillaiis hail \-isiteil I-:iiglaiiil. or had learned to look 
bi'vond their own fl-llntle^.^. Paradoxical tliough It 
may seem, the ibimlnant I'eeling in India, even in the 
niiiist of the .Mutiny, was tliat of acquiescence in for- 
eign r.intr.d. Kducalioii had made liut little headway, 
and imui had not begun to think. Wo have changed 
all that. W'e have broken down the barriers by which 
India was liedgcd, and have brought the peninsula 
Into the arena of International politics. We have 
taught Indians to gnzo outwards, we have preached 
to them of liberty of speech and thought, we have 
urged them to join In the task of working out their 
own salvation. If they have responded by eventually 
formulating demands which we cannot possibly griuit, 
the result need occasion no suiprise. It Is, howe\1;r, 
time to recognize and to admit that their plea for a 
larger share in the management of tlieir own local 
affairs Is mot wholly sectional or limited. Uotween 
the dastardl.v conspirators v.'lio lling bombs, on the 
one hand, and the tens of millions of ]>easants who 
know notliiiig of V>'estern iiolltics, on the other hand, 
tlure exists a large and growing body of public opin- 
ion In India whieh asks steadily and increasingly for 
.■t more responsible share of local contrid. .As India. 
Is not really one country, liut is r;itlier a collection of 
countries Inhaliited by \-,idely differing races, such 
piildlc oiiiuioii as is manifested cannot be called in 
any sense honiogeneou;;; but still tin: desire is dls- 
Iilayeil in \-,'ii-yiiig forms, and it has to be reckoned 
witii, Tli,-it is tlie great factor Willi which we are 
confronted at file end of an eventful lialf - cen tury ; 
and it will tax the brains of our ablest statesmen to 
lind a sultaljle solution of the iiroblem. 

It Is well known that the second .10 years of Crown 
control are to be Inaugurated by certain Important 
develoimieiit.-! In tin Ind'an administrative system, 
desi.gned to satisf.\' to some extent the cr.-ivings of the 
moderate and reasonable men among tho peojde of 
Indi.a for more i)0,v"r and Influence. What form thoso 
developments will lake has not .\'et been disclosed. 
The secret lias been \',oil kejit, and possibly wo shall 
knew very little aijoiit It until almost the end of tlio 
yciiv. .Ml that has iieeii announced Is that tho orig- 
inal programme of reforms. Issued Inst year, has iin- 
dergoiio niati.u-ial revision and modification, that some 
of the original jiroposals have been abandoned, and 
that others have been substituted. It may bo hoped 
and believed that, whatever la done, the essential 
siifeguards of British sovereignty will not bo Imjiair- 
ed. It is more imperative than ever that no reform 
should be Introduced which might weaken the firm- 
ness o£ British control, for thai la an essential to the 



welfare of India as it is to our own Imperial existence. 
One important reflection which must be not©4 upon 
this interesting anniversary is that, however restive 
India inay have become under British methods of afl- 
ministratlon, loyalty to the Crown is deeper-arid ttiorfe 
abiding than it was 50 years ago. Such a thought, 
well founded as it Is, must be counted worth many 
grave misgivings. India may clamour for self-govern- 
ment, her people may dislike constituted authority, 
they may be indifferent to tho solid material advan- 
tages British rule has conferred upon them, but they 
have never wavered in their belief in that Justice and 
generosity and exalted benevolence of which, to them, 
the Monarch Is the chief visible embodiment. The 
people of India see no Inconsistency In this curious 
nttltude. Veneration for hereditary rule is their 
natural instinct. They may have no affection for tho 
Government of India, which Is to them a nebulous 
thing; but the King-i:inperor stands apart, to him 
they yield undimlnlsliing homage, and he is tho real 
link that binds India to the British Empire. The most 
reassuring consideration revealed by an examination 
of the Last fiO \-ears of Brltisli rule in India is that 
of the deepening sense of loyalty to tho Crown. It 
co-exists even with revolutionary aspirations in a way 
almost unimaginable in the west; it is the best au- 
gury; and few acts of statesmanship in India have 
iieen wiser and more far-seclng than that which sub- 
stituted tile control of the Crown for that of tho 
Companv. The subsequent assumption of the'Imperial 
title was a step which is now recognized, even by 
those in Kngland who once opposed the Innovation, 
to have been judicious und desirable. 

The greatest danger that lies before the British In 
India is that their rule may grow 'stereotyped and 
perfunctory; that their representatives, may graw 
weary of a task which becomes more dIfBoult and 
more exacting every year; that in seeking to admit 
tho people to a larger share in the administration 
they may in the end yield up that strong domination 
which for many a decade to come must be essential 
to the wise and continuous development of tho Indian 
Empire. Already the apologetic note Is far too fre- 
quently heard. Wo have nothing to apologize for. 
We may have made mlstalces, but we can look baolc 
upon the past half-century with pride. For 50 years 
we have given tho Indian Empire peace, we have 
saved it from strife and created for it an orderly and 
bettled rule, we have developed Its resources, we have 
made for it a great place In the world. For 50 years 
a lifth of the whole human race has lived in security 
and concord and Increasing conifort and prosperity, 
througli the labors of a handful of self-reliant und 
de\-oted Englishmen. Wo have tamed and trained tho 
rivers of lndl;i, we have w-on bade enormous areas to 
cultivation, we have conserved hor forests, wo have 
created new cities, wo have developed her trade, wo 
have grditly increased her internal w-ealth, we have 
lirotected her borders, wo have taught her people tho 
arts of government, wo have given them an expand- 
ing system of education, we have aw.akcncd among 
them the very ide.als which now lead some of thorn 
to raise their voices against us. Home never reared 
such an Empire, far from her ow^n centre; there is 
nothing in the world's history that quite compares 
with the achievements of ihe. British In India, nnd wo 
m.ay be pardoned upon so great an anniversary for 
looking upon our handiwork and seeing that it is 
good. If we have been hard and austere, our vast 
responsibilities have made us so. We have never for 
a moment been able to forget that we-are a people 
whose mailed hand keeps the keys of epich teeming 
destinies. -J' JS ' '

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HE editor is in receipt of the follow- 
ing letter descriptive of the resources 
of that section of Vancouver Islatid 
lying between Victoria and Alberni 
Canal : 

Sir — As a possible aid to the 
movement about to be started to brinp^ lo the 
notice of the investing- inihlic tlic varied and 
vast resources of Vancouver Islantl, and tiic 
splendid opportunities offered for the profii- 
ablc investment of capital, I beg to call atten- 
tion to that part of the Island lying between 
the city of Victoria and the mjutli of the Al- 
berni Canal, which I have explored during the 
last si!x months. 

Tlie first step in the direction of dc\ c!opiiig 
this part of the island will be the construction 
of a railroad from Victoria to I'.anficld, follow- 
ing the coast line, roughly speaking, for a dis- 
tance of loo miles. Between the two points 
mentioned, to be connected by railroad, the 
coast line follows an almost air line, with the 
land rising in most places with a gradual s'ope 
to the higher watersheds. The formation along 
the coast is principally a soft slate and sand- 
stone, a material easy to work and forming 
a good road bed. The gulches and creek 
beds arc narrow, as is usually found in this 
formation, and easily bridged. I have been 
advised by parties supposed to have know- 
ledge in the matter that the construction of 
this road would not exceed $20,000 per mile. 
It would seem at first hand to those not famil- 
iar with our West coast that to build a rail- 
way along the salt water would he rather a 
foolish thing to do, but when it is taken into 
consideration that with but one exception 
(Port Renfrew) it is impossible for boats of 
any size to land or in stormy weather to even 
appi:oach the shore, it will be seen that the 
construction of a railway is the orily means of 
opening up this rich district. 

The first question asked would be, Would 
such a road pay, and what are its resources? 
In reply to this question I will first deal with 
the timber. 

Between Muir Creek, a short distance be- 
low Sooke harbor, and Banfield, at the mouth 
pf Alberni Canal and between the western 
boundary of the E. & N. railway lands and 
the sea, are contained some eight hundred 
square miles of timber lands, held under spe- 
cial licences, twenty-one years leases, and 
crown grants. All of this vast area of timber, 
as well as some two hundred square miles of 
the timber on the E. & N. railway grant, will 
have to be' hauled over this railway and its 
branch lines. When we estimate the quantity 
of timber contained on those lands at 30,000 
feet per acre, which I consider a very conser- 
vative estimate, it will readily be seen the 
enormous traffic from this source alone that 
awaits the construction of this railway. 

The valley of the San Juan is one of the 
largest on the island, being about two miles 
wide and over ten miles long, containing o\'er 
10,000 acres of the finest land in the world. 
The soil is a rich black loam, from 6 to 10 feet 
deep, all irrigated by numerous mountain 



streams. Some years ago quite a number of 
settlers took up lands in this valley, built 
houses and started to clear the land, but lack 
of transportation forcetl them to move else- 
where, and the overgrov.'U trails and roads, to- 
gether with their fast decaying dwellings, 
prove mute witnesses to the disappointment 
those pioneers must have felt in being forced 
to .abandon what will some day be the garden 
siiot of this Island. In addition to the San 



have been considerably displaced, as indicated 
by the numerous islands which have been 
thrown up by internal disturbances. Further 
west, however, the Coast seems to mark the 
line of fault as far as the entrandc to Alberni 
Canal. However, at various places along this 
coast the.se measures continue inland for a 
considerable distance, notably around Car- 
manah and at the moutii of the Sombrio river, 
6 miles east of Port Renfrew. The favorable 



water for the purpose of supplying power a 
large reservoir will be available, in which the 
waters can be stored. As a place peculiarly 
suitable for such a purpose I refer you to the 
Nit Nat, which seems to have been especially 
formed for this purpose. This river discharges 
its waters into the sea between pcrpendicular 
walls of rock, 200 feet high, and in places 
very narrow. Back of this rock wall is the I^^akc 
or reservoir, some 20 miles long b}' from

Juan Valley, if wc take the Sooke and Metch- 
osin districts, and the great valley of the Nit 
Nat, together with the other localities suitable 
for farming, after the timber has been remov- 
ed, I believe that 50,000 acres will be a low es- 
timate of the lands'' that will be eventually 
brought iinder cultivation along the line of 
this railroad. 

It is ;i well l<nown fact that the Strait of 
San Juan de i'uca is underlain with coal mea- 
sures. From Victoria northerly those measures 



reports of experts who have recently examined 
some of those measures with a view to operat- 
ing them, leads one to look forward to their 
early development. Exposures of coal occu.r 
west of Port Renfrew, and float coal is found 
in the gra\'cl at the Somhrio. Tlic fa\-orahle 
location of those nieasnros at the entrance to 
the straits needs no further comment. 

Owing to our dry summers on the Island 
the water in the streams gets very low, and 
in order to guarantee a permanent supply of 



half to one-and-a-half miles wide, fed in turn 
by other rivers and lakes of considerable size, 
many of which could in turn be converted into 
reservoirs for the storage of water. The erec- 
tion of a dam in the narrows at the mouth of 
(he Nitnat is practicable, and would furnish 
.almost unlimited power for the generation of 
electricity. Eanc}' this power running 100 
miles of railway without grades, running the 
mills to cut those r,ooo miles of timber, hoist- 
ing the coal and lighting the mines and towns, 



besides the other uses to which it would be 
applied^ 

As this railroad would be the straightest 
and most direct line to the West coast the 
saving in time to those points would be several 
hours over any other route, thus ensuring the 
passenger carrying, as well as the larger share 
of the business of the entire West coast of 
Vancouver Island. I might point out the 
thousands of people who would visit the wild 
West coast who are afraid of the trip by water, 
and also the aid such a road would receive 
fro.m the federal government by way of 
bonuses in its endeavors to protect the lives 
and property of those wdio go down to the sea 
in ships. The increase in value of one hun- 
dred miles of the timber through which this 
road would run would pay for building the 
road, the increase in the value of the land 
would build it three times over. The land 
would support 1,000 families. The cutting 
and manufacturing of the lumber could give 
employment to 5,000 men, the mines 1,000 
men. Supposing one-half of those men had 
families, wdiat would the building of the road 
mean to the City of Victoria, and what 
would the revenue mean to this province? 

In a future article I will deal with the 
mineral resources of this part of the Island.

DANGER IN DIVIDING NAVAL FORCES 

Captain Mahan, in a paper on the lessons of 
the Russo-Japanese war, places among the 
most important lessons the demonstration of 
il;e terrible danger of dividing a nation's battle 
fleet, even in times of peace, into fractions in- 
dividually smaller than those of a possible 
enemy. He points out that the Russian divi- 
sions at l^ort Arthur, at Vladivostok, and in 
the European ports of Russia would, if united 
in 1904, liave outweighed decisively the navy 
of Japan, which, moreover, could receive no 
increase during the hostilities. In Capt. Ma- 
ban's opinion ;i would have been comparative- 
ly immaterial, as regards effect upon the local 
field of operations, whether all of Russia's 
ships were concentrated in the Baltic, in Vladi- 
v'ostok, or in Port Arthur. Once brought to- 
gether, the Russian fleet could not have been 
disregarded by Japan without a risk of trans- 
cending beyond comparison the risk caused 
by the Port Arthur division alone. It is pro- 
nounced most improbable that the Japanese 
would have dared to begin the movement o£ 
their army to the continent had the Russian 
ships been united. "If Togo," says Capt. Ma- 
han, "when he found himself confronted by 
Rojestvcnsky's division alone, could signal his 
fleet, "the salvation or the fall of the empire 
depends upon the result of this engagement," 
how much more serious would have been the 
situation had to that division been added the 
Port Arthur ships, which themselves had 
handled Togo's vessels somewhat roughly in 
the preceding August." 





HE Machinery hall of the Alaska- 
Yukon-Pacific Exposition, of brick 
construction, was the fir-^.t cxj^osi- 
tion exhibit building erected, and is 
now used by the engineering depart- 
ment of the univcisity. 
One of the attractive buildings on the ex- 
position grounds will be the Ipg cabin of the 
Arctic Brotherhood. After the foundation had 
been built the representatives of the order 
gathered on the exposition grounds and Alas- 
l{a malemutc dogs hauled the first log into po- 
sition. This building will be permanent and 
at the close of the exposition will he used as a 
museum of natural history and a fraternily 
house for students attending the ;mi\ersity 
from Alaska. 

Early in the construction period of the ex- 
position the administration, hospital and fire 
headquarters buildings were built and have 
been 'in use for several months. An admission 
is now being charged to the grounds, and 
wtihin sixty days after this rule was effect i\c 
the total paid admissions exceeded _'5.oo(j. 

Seattle is going to give the world some- 
thing new in the annisement line, and special 
events being arranged for the 1909 exhibition 
will attract many visitors to the Pacific coast. 
.The fastest motor .boats in the United States 
are to race on the inland lakes and Pugct 
Sound. Airships and balloon races will be 
held and the United States government and 
aviators from various parts of llv, I'niied 
States and foreign countries will give aero- 
plane demonstrations. 

Eastern colleges have been invited to scml 
rowing crews to Seattle, and with the crews 
from the western universities it is planned to 
hold at least one regata each month on Lake 
Washington. The annual championship games 
of the Amateur Athletic Union are coming to 
Seattle as well as the Y. M. C. A. contests and 
other sporting events of national interest. 

The government is to send a submarine 
boat to give exhiliitions on Lake Union, and 
invitations are being sent to e\'ery foreign na- 
tion having war vessels in Pacific waters to 
participate in .m international fleet review in 
Seattle's harbor next year. I Vesident Taft will 
be asked to be present and review the com- 
bined flieets of the world. 
• Aiready the navy dcpartmcnt\has decided 



to have the vessels of the Pacific squadron at 
Seattle twice din-ing the life of the 1909 ex- 
position, and Japanese residents of the city 
liave recpiested their home government to send 
two batieships to remain at Seattle while the 
exposition is in progress. Japan is also to be 
represented by exhibits from almost every dis- 
trict of the vast eni[)ire. 

A street scene of one of the larger cities 
of Cliina is to he reproduced by Chinese mer- 
chants of J^eattle to show native life in Chin.a 
as \s-ell as tri display lioth historical and edu- 
cational exhibits. Tm-ke)', C.reece, Syria, 
l''ranee, Cermany, Belgium, Spain, San Ma- 
rino, England, Austria, Ireland, Holland, Ko- 
rea, Sweden, Russia, Switzerland, Italy, Persia, 
Netherlands, India, and other countries will be 
represented. CouTmissioners representing the 
exji'jsition are in ail parts of the world gather- 
ing exhibits and the display in the l-'oreign 
building will be one of the most complete ever 
assembled. 

Canada is to be represented by a building 
and exhibits and a site has been given the 
Canadian government in the central i^art of 
the grounds. Wdi-k on this structure \\\]\ 
conmience shortly after January i. Several 
counties in the state of Washington arc to 
have sei)arate iiuildings lo house displays, and 
altogether more than a dozen states v.dll be 
represented. 

While the Alaska- Yukon-Pacific Exposi- 
tion will not occupy as much grou.ul space as 
St, 1 ouis or Chicago, the grouping of the 
Iniildings and the general scheme for decora- 
tion will make the exposition one of the most 
beautiful ever held. 

The crowning work of sculpture is to I.c 
the Alassi- Vulcon-Pacific Exposition monu- 
ment, which will stand directly in front of the 
main f;overnment building and directly at the 
head of the Cascades. This monument will be 
covered with solid gold leaf and the main shaft 
of Corinthian design Avill be fifty feet in 
hei.ghl. This column will stand on a pedestal 
twenlv feet hi.gh, around which will he group- 
ed three seated female figiu-es symbolical of 
the iXortliland, the Orient and the South seas. 
The column will support a globe showing the 
signs of the zodiac, on top of which will rest 
a huge American eagle with outstretched 
wings, as in flight. 

The Cascade fountain is another of the 



larger works of sculpture ;md surrounding the 
Cascades and Geyser basin are a large number 
of decorative vases showing the official em- 
blem of the exposition worked out in staff. 
About the Geyser basin will be four large 
animal groups and in other parts of the 
grounds ^^'ill be sm.aller works of sculpture 
\s'hich \\\\\ ndd artistic beauty lo the exposi- 
tion as ;i whole. The main entrance will be 
of Jap-Alaska architecture, and the approach 
to the amusement centre will be a totem pole 
design. 

The exposition grounds are located in the 
very heart of a \'irgm forest, and there are nu- 
merous wooden walks and path.-; leading to 
the lakes. Mount Rainier, the hi.ghest moun- 
tain peak- in the L'nited Slates proper, is in full 
\iew from the exposition grtjunds and forms 
i:iai t of the central picture since it stands out 
like a sentinel at the foot of Rainier avenue, 
directly in front of the Cascades and govern- 
ment buiidin.gs. 

vSurrounding the exposition on all sides are 
the Olympic, C'ascade, and Selkii'k mountains 
and Lake L-nion and Washington forming a 
natural stage setting for the exposition. No 
where in the world has nature been sn lavish 
m her dis])lay of the beautiful, and during his 
trip to Seattle recently Charles Dana Gibson, 
the creator of the "Gibson Girl" remarked that 
the "A]aska-VuI;on-Pacific Exposition will un- 
(|ueslinnal)ly be the most beautiful exposition 
ever held in the world." 

With all ihe larger exhibit jialaces finished 
and the work of government construction well 
started the Alaska-Vukon-I'acific Exposition 
will open June i, 1909, complete in every de- 
tail, a product of western enterprise backed by 
the spirit of the Pacific, and will mark an 
epoch in the history of the progress of the 
great west.

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SOME CHINESE PHEASANTS 

(By Richard L. Pocock.) 

HE arrival of the Mongolian pheas- 
ants imported by certain wealthy 
sportsmen of the province, has 
roused a good deal of interest. It is 
an experiment wliich deserves suc- 
cess and will be closely watched by 
local sportsmen. 

There seems, however, to be a very preva- 
lent idea that these birds are of the same 
species a.s the common ring-necked Chinese 
pheasant already in the country, whereas of 
course they are a distinct species of a different 
plumage. 

China is, of course, the original home of a 
variety, of different species of piieasants, the 
common and most widely distributed being the 
ring-neck, which we already have here, which, 
whether they were originally imported here 
from England or elsewhere, all originally came 
from Chinese stock. 

Probably there is no man living wl:o can 
tell exactly how many different kinds of 
pheasants there are in China, there probably 
being several varieties in the western pro- 
vinces near the Thibetan boundary which no 
white man. has ever shot. 

During a three 3'ears' stay in a remote 
part of Central China I myself killed five dif- 
ferent sorts of pheasants, if the golden pheas- 
ant is to be classed as one of the tribe, to 
which, of course, scientifically speaking, it 
docs not belong. 

The common pheasant there was exactly 
the same as the one \vc have here, except that 
the white ring was not at all plainly marked. 
Most of the birds had a few white feathers on 
the neck, none a distinctly marked white ring, 
and in some cases no white feathers at all ; 
this, however, I believe to be merely a local 
variation in coloring, as the same pheasant in 
the Yang Tsc valley has the distinctly-marked 
white collar, while farther west I learned from 
a distinguished naturalist that the coniinon 
pheasant, though otherwise identical in plum- 
age to those in Eastern China, had no vestige 
at all of the ring. 

The Reeves' pheasant wa.s common in 
certain districts only, being a bird which is 
not found far away from timber. All I know 
about them I described in this column the 
week before last. 

The golden plieasant, I found rather hard 
to get, as they were only to be had high up 
near thie tops of very steep hills and in thick 
undergrowth. One thing I noticed was that 
they never seemed to fly upwards when flush- 
ed, but usually flew at a great pace straight 
down the hill, across the valley and up a lit- 
tle way on the opposite side, so that the way 
in which I was most successful was by post- 
ing myself in the valley opposite the hill in 
which the pheasants were and sending a few 
natives -with their dogs to beat the bush near 
the top of the hill. By this method I obtained 
some very sporting .shots straight over my 
head. A cock golden pheasant going at his 
best pace, by the time he has reached the bot- 
tom of a hill from the top of which he has 
started can give hqis to an express train and 
win easily. Mis golden crest and bright red 
back give him the appearance of a flaming 
arrow against the dark-brown background of 
the autumn woods, for there are woods in 
China, as well you might believe if you saw 
the miles and miles of timber rafts coming 
down the larger rivers. 

Another pheasant which gave very excel- 
lent sport was the bamboo pheasant, a much 
smaller bird than any of the others, and more 
like a ]iartridgc than a j)heasant. In fact I 
used to call them fjartridges, not knowing 
their real name until I saw sjicciniens in the 
cases of the Natural liistiir\- niuscuni at 
South Kensington. These birds I usually 
found near thick bamboo scrub in coveys ; 
they, like all the others, are great runners, but 
give vor}^ sporting shots when flushed. A dog 
is, (if ci.nirsc, iiulispcnsahlc. One of these 
birds, in spite of their small, size, can make 
noise enough for six, and they have a way of 
going off su suddenly at daybreak and so 
noisily that we used to call them the alarm- 
clocic birds. 

'IMiey start 011 a single harsh note, several 
times repeated, and gradually work into a 
succession of notes which sound more than 
anything else like a repetition of the words 
'keep-a-goin', Icecp-a-goin', keep-a-goin', and 
keep it agoin' tlicy do, until they a[)pear at 
last to stop from sheer exiiaustion. These 
birds are very easily tamed and will follow 
their Chinese masters who keep thcni as i>ets 
in the most fearless and impertinent way. 

Another peculiar kind of pheasant which I 
came across was the Tragopaii, or horned 
pheasant, which inhabits the higher altitudes 
of the big mountains. These birds do not 
have the long, pointed tail characteristic of 
the pheasant family, but have tail feathers 
shaped like those of a grouse. The cock bird 
is a gorgeous fellow with black and orange 
head and a crimson back wonderfully marked 
with grayish blue "eyes." 

The great peculiarity, however, about 
them is tlic two bright blue horns of skin on 
the top of the head which they have the power 
to erect or depress, and a wonderful sort of 
bib or apron of. pinkish skin with bright blue 
markings which hangs down from below the 
chin. Tlie Chinese name for these in the local 
dialect is ho-gee, which means fire-chicken, 
the natives crediting a superstition that they 
possess the power of breathing fire. 

The silver pheasant, nerhaps the hand- 
somest of all the idieasant family, is oidy 
found in certain localities, the best known 
district to white men for these birds being 



round Ichang on the Yangtse Gorges. They 
are only found high up in rocky precipitous 
country. 

There are other varieties in other districts, 
all distinct species, but these are the only 
ones of which I can speak from personal ex- 
perience. The Mongolian pheasants I never 
saw in their native country, my travels being 
confined to China proper. 

ELK AND WOLVES 

In view of the accounts we sometimes read 
of the great havoc wrought by wolves among 
the elk of the Island, which we are some of us 
rather apt to take cum grano salis, believing 
the growing scarcity of game where proven to 
be rather due to the pot-hunter than the ver- 
min or predatory animals, which were always 
here, even in the old days when the white man 
first came to the land and called it a paradise 
for game-hunters, it is interesting to read a 
very instructive account of his experience for 
some years in raising elk on a tract in the 
Ozark Mountains of Southern Missouri, pub- 
lished by Mr. George W. Russ. of Eureka 
Springs, .\rkansas. He' says: — 

We find from long experience that cattle, 
sheep, and goats can be grazed in the same 
lots with elk, providing, liowe\-er, that the 
lots or enclosures are not small ; the larger the 
area the better. We know of no more appro- 
priate place to call attention to the great bene- 
fit of a few elk in the same pasture with sh^ep 
and goats. An elk is the natural enemy of 
dogs and wolves. We suffered great losses to 
our flocks until we learned this fact; since 
then we have Iiad no loss from that cause. A 
few elk in a lOO-acre pasture will absolutely 
protect the flocks therein. Our own dogs are 
so well aware of the danger in our elk park 
that they cannot be induced to enter it, 

ANGLERS— BORN AND MADE 

Unlike poetry, the angler's art imposes no 
birth test upon its devotees, but grants equal 
rank to those who, coming to its practice in 
later years, ensue it with a firm determination 
to make up for wasted time. Some instances 
there may be, for all I know to the contrary, 
of men who have taken up the rod at the age 
when Cato sec about acquiring Greek, and be- 
yond doubt there are many who do their first 
fishing on a nice stretch of water which a 
competency, gained in a generation of arduous 
years, has enabled them to hire. But as a 
rule the "made" angler arrives at the river 
bank somewhat earlier than this, though still 
long after Nature's favorite, who, to justify his 
claim, ought to be master of the rudiments be- 
fore his teens begin. Of these the lucky ones 
are brought to a well -stocked stream, fur- 
nished with a split-cane rod, and tutored where 
to cast and how; but it is pleasant to imagine 
the true-born angler as shirking school and 
fishing, as being beaten and fishing, anywhere, 
with makeshift tackle, hardly obtained and 
desperately guarded. We can fancy him 
grown older, snatching a clay here and there in 
a busy life, not caring over mtich about the 
fpiality of the water, if onh' it offers possibili- 
ties, developing his skill through a fine mis- 
cellaneous experience and clinging to his rod 
as long as rheumatism leaves his fingers 
straight. There is such a one in the smoking- 
room now, and the recruit, whose beautiful 
gear adorns (and encumbers) the hall, has just 
been teaching him how to tiirow a dry fly 
lightly. The old man does not say nnich ; if he 
would oidy talk I should go back and join 
them. Perhaps he is still a learner, and cer- 
tainly his companion shows a wonderful ac- 
quaintance with the text books, which he ap- 
pears to have committed to memory since he 
took up fishing last season. I say "took up," 
but the better word would be "adopted," for 
before his kindly interest the art seems to have 
languished in an orphan state. 

i'he two anglers are not untypical of their 
respective classes. The "made" is generally 
learned in the names of flics, governed by in- 
flexible rules, and full of curiously positive 
knowledge. If all this corresponded to some- 
thing in Nature's realities, he would be his own 
noblest work, even allowing for his gift of 
memory, which rivals that of a golfer. Perhaps 
the weakness in the "made" is that he is prone 
to rush, as it were, through angling and de- 
vote himself, with much advertisement of the 
fact, to its higliest and most exacting form, 
or the brancli most in vogue for tb.e time be- 
ing, which is the same thing. The young man 
in the smoking-room, who, I should imagine, 
has actually mastered the knack of casting a 
one-handed rod with a rigid shoulder, professes 
that his strength is in his telescope, which, 
after all, is where the prowess of the longshore 
loafer resides. He brought in only two trout 
this afternoon — "a brace" ; they were not ex- 
ceptional fish, and it was clear that tiie old- 
timer was botliered to account for the other 
man's seeming almost proud that he had not 
caught any more. If one has read a sufficiency 
of the latest books on the subject one under- 
stands. The old gentleman has none of this 
anaemic weakness; indeed, to put it frankly, he 
is above weeding out his basket, and thus 
acknowledges himself almost with bravado a 
picker up of unconsidered trifles (in the way 
of smallish trout). 

It would be a mistake, however, to under- 
rate his talents on account of this foible, for 
there are days on which the hotel party is 
very glad to average a fish or two apiece, 
and then the born angler seems to have at his 
command that oil of ivy vvrbich "old Oliver 
Henley" used, and brings back "more fish than 
I or any other body could do." I wonder 
whether this oil has been tried since Walton's 
time, dnd if the young man were not witU 



him I should consult the aged one about it; 
but I dread his companion's piercing eye and 
his conclusive ejaculation, "Poaching T' As- 
suming that the oil does possess virtue, occa- 
sions can easily be recalled when its use would 
have been almost pardonable. I remember two 
anglers who for a fortnight mercilessly lashed 
the waters of one of the best Norwegian rivers, 
yearning all the time for the taste of salmon 
to rid their mouths of the flavor of Chicago 
tin. The fish were there — in these experiences 
the fish alwaj's are there — but they required 
some slight additional attraction in the lures 
presented to them, and, failing this, practised 
a self-denial no less irritating than unusual. 
It may have been the "ex]3ression" of ivy 
berries that was looked for; but it would be 
hopeless to broach the question in the smok- 
ing-room just now, because the new-made 
angler could not bring himself to understand 
the, position of a man actually fishing for the 
sake of the fish's body. Probably his audience 
of one has faced on a score of occasion.^ the 
alternative of catching something or going 
hungry, a dilemma which lends interest to 
one's captures, even after they have been 
hooked. If he coidd impart this feeling to the 
young man, the latter might be able in turn 
to modify the style in which Scnex gets out 
his line. 

It is not exactly beautiful, and it ms far 
from correct, according to the diagram.5, 
though on the whole it answers well enough. 
This unhandiness in his work may be due to 
the clumsy weight of the tackle he persists in 
using. Parts of it almost amount to wilful 
eccentricit)'. Plis reel — "winch" is his own 
name for it — was built for endurance when he 
bought it forty years ago — whereas it would 
have done him more service by breaking down 
and yielding place to a better. It is equally 
stiff recovering or letting out line, and must 
weigh the best part of 2 lb. Any light rod 
would be thrown in pieces by this engine in a 
day or two, so, doubtless as a precaution, he 
fastens it to what Nuttall aptly defines as a 
"pole for angling," by means of a heavy 
brass attachment, which has never rjuite fitted 
and needs the assistance of a little wedge to 
grasp the plate firmly. Only a lifetime of 
training can enable him to manipulate the ac- 
tion of this half stone of wood' and metal in 
minutely casts for a steady eight hours a day. 

But he seems to have no thought of making 
a change, for, surveying the contents of his 
companion's rod bo.x the otlier da)', he passed 
the oracular remark, "Why do they fit out 
trout fishers for minnow catching and salmon 
fishers for tarpon?" The latter part of the sen- 
tence appeared well founded, as the young 
man had evidently encountered a shop assist- 
ant of large views, and had been persuaded 
into buying a species of capstan by the plaus- 
ible argument that when you go out angling 
for salmon you must be [jrepared for anything. 
Perhaps dolphins an'd si)erm whales had oc- 
curred to him as possibilities. Of course, a 
corresponding rod had to be purchased to bal- 
ance the reel, or the rod may have come first ; 
it does not matter so long as this fabulous scale 
decided the selection of the first. How many 
vendors of tackle there are, who, juggling thus 
with rod — reel, reel — rod — ])nt off iq)0ii the 
novice a weight of apparatus for salmon catch- 
ing certain to tire and disgust him before the 
rare struggle begins. And not the novice onl}' 
— 'out here come out the anglers, walking arm 
in arm. They are arranging to fish together 
tomorrow, and it is observable that the elder 
enjoys the promise that iie shall be shown a 
thing or two. Well, 1 uisli iIumii jo}- of ilicir 
society, for, if the truth must be told, the born 
angler is, like many of his kind, rather jealous 
of his rights, a grudging companion, and some- 
what disi^osed to consider that his water is dis- 
turbed should another fisherman appear with- 
in the horizon. If one could only get near 
enough to him it would be possible to learn 
some of the finest unprinted secrets of the 
craft; one might, perchance, see him extract 
with finger and thumb from liis waistco.al 
pocket a little silver snuff box cliasc'd with 
birds and fishes — it once held snuff — and ilraw 
from it the fly, to take no lower le\-cl, of irres- 
istible aroma that accounts for his lordly bas- 
kets. I wonder wlu ilu r the young man will 
see this — or anything else? — Oban Uaine, in 
The Field.

A GAME LICENCE °oF H^NRY VIIL'S 

TIME 

When recently looking through historical 
documents in the possession of Lord Howard 
de Walden at Seaford House, I came across a 
singular licence granted by King Henry VIII., 
on May 31, 1541, to Anne Dowager Countess 
of Oxford, by virtue of which that lady was 
finter alia) empowered to invite friends to kill 
game with the crossbows or hand guns in any 
part of the realm she pleased to select, provid- 
ed that these shooting parties took place only 
v/hen the countess herself was present. This 
privilege, at first granted viva voce under the 
roy^l prerogative, was naturally resented by 
oth^^rs, and the countess and her shooting 
guests were threatened with prosecutions for 
poaching under the common law then in force, 
whereupon she petitioned the king of his 
"grace especial" to reduce his words to writ- 
ing and to confirm his authority by letters pa- 
tent under the Great Seal of lingland, a re- 
quest with which he graciously complied, This 
Dowager Countess of Oxford was lyady Anne 
Howard, daughter of Thomas Iloward, third 
Duke of Norfolk. She married John de Vere, 
fourteenth Earl of Oxford, who died July 14, 
1526. His widow, the dowager countess, en- 
joyed this singular shooting licence for eigh- 
teen years. vShe died in February, 1559, and 
was buried in the Howard Chapel at Lambeth 
Church. — The Field.

In these days we do not w.alt to hear of what is 
happening in ot her jKirts of the world till we get news 
hy mall. No vi i y great event luippens anywhere of 
which word Is not received telegraph. The Pacific 
cable stretches from \'ancou\-er Island to Asia and 
tliere are several cables under the Atlantic. It now 
costs a great deal of money to send a cable message. 
Many British and Canadian statesmen believe that If 
the British Empire owned telegraph lines connecting 
each part together that messages could be sent much 
more tiulckly and that the reople of Australia, New- 
Zealand, Canada, Africa and Great Brlt.iln would 
learn moi-e of each other and would know better how 
to work togetlier for the good of all. This pliiii was 
talked of at a meeting in J.,(nnion attended Ijy l^ord 
Strathcona, the Duke of .Vrgyll, brother-in-law of 
the king: Hon. Rodolphe Lemleux, the Canadian post- 
master-general, and a great many other noted men.

Tbei-e ,ire gooil and wise men who 
think that the nations should agree among themselves 
to ha\-e fewei of tii.-se tiTrilile \s'ar niacliliU'S. Hut 
no countr.\- is willing to h'-i:\n the work of reducing 
its navj-. Tne 'itlier day ('h;incellor von Buelow said 
that (lennanx- iieedeil e\'ery shin slie liad lo protect 
lier <i';ist ami lur li-ade. lie declared that if she had 
fewer snips or s'ddii rs there would bo war. For 
thousands of years nations liave robbed one another 
and dri\-en <'ach other from their homes and the time 
has not vet come when even Christian peoples can 
trust each other. When they do, navies and armies 
will be no longer needed. 

M.-iiiv years ago. before the United States had 
great cities anil when ;i large part of the land was 
unsettled lier statesim n thought It wise to put heavy 
duties on all goods made in other countries. This 
was done so that factories would be begun which 
would give work to all the people at home and per- 
suade othors to come out. 

It Is seen now that many manufacturers are get- 
ting very rich, while some of those who have to buy 
tludr goods have neither work nor money. President 
Roosevelt, Mr. Taft, who will soon take his place, and 
many of the wisest mon in the States believe tli.at 
some of the duties help the manufacturers too mucli 
and they are going to reform tlie tiirlff. If they can 
give the poor people cheaper sugar, cotton, stoves, 
coal oil or the many things that they use it will do 
thi'm good and no cme v.ill bo ver.\' sorry If Cainegl,., 
Itoekefeller ami such nirii have ,a few less inilllons lu 
the banl<. The go\-eriiiiienl lias undertaken a very 
hard task for the ritdi men whom tlie duties make 
richer are very powerful. 

l''or many j-ears the King of Belgium h.is been the 
ruler of a ver.\- large letiilory In the west of Africa 
on tile ('ongo ri\-er. This state did not bidong to the 
ciHiiitr\-. lull to the king. It was lioped by the na- 
tions who allowed the I'onntry to come under his 
management that the lu-groes who lived there would 
li.'ive beiui lauglit to be C'lirlsllans and eivlllzed. In- 
sli'ad of that the poor people w<'re forced to work so 
hai'd tliat tlious.ands of them died. Instead of lielng- 
bitter they learned iiiucii that was bud from the 
wicked wdille men. Though their country was ricli 
In rulibrr, cocoa, ivory and inany other valuable pro- 
ducts the' poor peojile got little or no return for what 
brought gre.u weiilth to the king and the white men. 
The whole world bi came so angry that some months 
ago the king of Belgium gave the Congo to that na- 
tion. It appears now that Bngland Is not sure that 
the Belgian nation intends to treat the people of 
Congo justly and kindly. She claims that she has 
the right, by a treaty made twenty-four years ago, 
to see that when a new owner takes charge of that 
country It shall promise to act towards tho natives 
as a Christian nation should and to allow Christian 
mission, u'ics of all cluirclics to teach there. The 
British g<jvernnieiit has sent a letter to that Of Bel- 
glum asking them for such promises. 

President Castro of Venezuela Is a bold man. 
There are, near that country, a number of small Is- 
lands belonging to the l''reneh and Dutch. In the 
country Itaeli: many foreign companies have been do- 
ing business. The president has offended his neigh- 
bors as well aa the strangers living in the country, 



The quarrel with Holland has gone so far that Dutch 
warships have been sent to tho coast of Veneuuela 
and threaten to capture any of President Castro's 
ships which may venture to leave port. Already the 
Dutch battleship Jacob Von Humskuk has taken the 
Venezuelan coast guard vessel "23, De Mayo," and 
towed her into the harbor ot WlUIamstad. 

President ' Castro has gone to France. He Is ill 
and wants to find out It any of the European doctors 
can cure hlni. Ho says, too, that he wishes to make 
peace. The French government has not interfered 
with the visit of the South .American president, 
though it insists that he shall behave a.s (luietly as 
If he were a subject and not the ruler of an unfriend- 
ly country. It may be tlial President Castro has 
more right on his side tlian is believed by th(^ world 
now. Vene/.uola Is a very rieli country and trading 
companies are not ahva.vs luuu^st. Many French 
people are very angr_\- with their governmiuit for al- 
hiwlng the ruler of a foreign nation wlio had In- 
sulted their flag to land In their country. 

It will not be a great many years before the great 
Panama canal will b(^ completed and ships will pass 
through it between the Atlantic and the Pacific. Mr, 
Taft, who has been elected president of the United 
States, Intends to go to Panama to see if he can help 
the work forward. A sad accident happened at 
Panama the other day. A charge of dynamite went 
off before It was expected and a number of workmen 
were Killed and wounded. 

When' the canal Is finished goods will come to the 
Pacific coast froin Europe miuli cheaper tlian tlioy 
do now, as the long voyage round South America 
will be done away willi. 

The Panama canal was begun many years ago hy 
the famous Freiichiiian .M. De I.csseps, wlio luiilt tlie 
Suez canal. He failed and all thosi; who lent him 
money lost it. When the American government re- 
solved to take up tiie work they luul to pay the 
people in I''ranee, who had obtained what seemed 
worthless property, a large sum of money for the 
rlglit to carry on tne work. It Is charged by the 
A\'orld, of New York, that some men connectc>d with 
the government of tlie b'nited .states made money out 
of tile purchase. They deny this, but tlie World in- 
sists that there shall be an investigation. President 
Roosevelt Is very angry. He threatens to punish the 
editor of the World for publishing false charges. Tho 
president of the United States has shown himself to 
bo the foe of dishonesty and he has made many ene- 
mies who would be glad to discover wrongdoing 
among the members of his government.

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SLT-SHI, Oowager Empress of 
China, whose death occurred re- 
cently, will rank among the 
most remarkable women in his- 
tory, because of the astounding 
vicissitudes of her fortune, her 
beauty, lier intelligence, her 
strength of will, her masculine 
courage, and the terrible crimes 
common report in the East has not seldom 
charged against her. 
V I'su-Shi-Tuan-Yu, to give the lady her full 
title — thougli we quote it with some diffidence, 
as there seem to be about twenty various ways 
of spelling it — was born in 1S34 in the province 
of Canton. By some writers slie lias been des- 
cribed as of lowly origin, and as having been 
even a slave in the house of a mandarin, who, 
recognizing"her capacity, caused- her to be edu- 
cated. jMiss Katiicrine Carl, however, in a 
work published some years ago, says Tsu-Slii 
was tlie daugliter of a Licutenant-General of 
the Maiichu forces, and belonged to the family 
of the White Banner, whicli ranks next to the 
Yellow Banner, oi which the Emperor is the 
head. 

Histor}^ relates that wlicn the Emperor 
Hsien Feng sought a new wife, his Empress 
being childless, he issued an F.dict calHng for 
candidates for the lionor. The young maiden 
of Canton, being tiicn in her seventeenth 
year, read the tlocuiiient, and entertained the 
ambition of sharing the lni[)erial favor. 

Arrayed in glorious silks, and attended by 
a retinue suitable to her rank as daughter of 
a high official personage, she set out for Pe- 
king. That she must, even tlien, have been a 
girl of unusual ciiaracter, as well as of un- 
usual beauty, is sufficiently attested by the 
circumstance that she passed first through the 
hands of the examiners. They described her 
as a faultless specimen of womanhood, with all 
the virtues of her sex, and an intelligence 
equal to the irttellectual class. Thus the child 
of Canton obtained the most coveted position 
a woman in China could liope to win. 

Having given birtli to a son, she thus be- 
' came the mother of a future Emi)eror, and she 
is supposed to have so far won over tlie Em- 
press, Tsu-An, that her position at Court was 
in no danger from the natural jealousy of the 
premier wife. When the Allies marched on 
Peking, in October, i860, the Emperor and his 
Court fled to Jehol, in Manchuria. The infant 
son of Tsu-Shi \vas then four years of age. 
First Grasp of Power 

A condition of affairs now existed that was 
almost identical with the crisis of 1900. The 
allied troops — French and English — tliundered 
at the gates of Peking to save their country- 
men from a horrible death. They were too 
late. As in 1900, the Court had fled from the 
Holy City, ahd were waiting for the clouds to 
roll by. To' complete the analogy, the Taku 
Forts were also captured, on which occasion 
Armstrong guns were first used in practical 
warfare. The fall of the gates and the des- 
truction of the Sununer Palace persuaded the 
Emperor to make peace with his enemies. 
Afraid to return to his capital, Hsien Feng 
lingered at Jchol, and died there in August the 
following j'ear. From this moment dates the 
political ascendency of Tsu-Shi. In October 
the four-year-old F.mpcror entered Peking 
seated on his mother's knee. His original name 
was Tsai Ch'un, afterwards cliangcd to Cliih- 
siang, and eventually to Tung Chih, which 
latter he managed to retain till his death, fif- 
teen years later. 

All of a sudden, two more or less genuine 
decrees, suposed to have been signed by the 
late Emperor, turned up from somewhere. One 
of these documents ajipointed the two Dowa- 
ger Empresses as Regents of the Empire, 
wdiilst the other charged the late Emiicror's 
advisers. Prince I., IVince Ching, and vSlui 
Shun, with corruption and mismanagement. 
The two princes were permitted to strangle 
themselves, and the other was beheaded. The 
two Empresses now had the business of State 
entirely in their own hands, Tsu-Shi being 
the predominant partner. In 1872, wlicn their 
Imperial ward had attained his sixteenth )'car, 
the two ladies sifted 700 Manchu maidens to 
find him a wife. The Court astronomers hav- 
ing decided that the auspicious moment for 
the wedding was at midnight on October 16, 
the ceremony accordingly took place at the 
prescribed minute, and China w-as now blessed 
with three Emjircsses, the latest arri\'al being 
a highly cultured }-r)ung lad}' nami'd Ah-lii- 
te. i"n'ng Ch.ili being w.x

The Second Regency 

But they were not long out of employment. 
T'tmg Chiii dicfl cm January 13, 1875, at the 
age of 19. He left no heir, but report said that 
Ah-lu-te, his widow, was in a fair way to prc- 
.sent the throne of the Flowery Kingdom with 
a posthumous successor to her departed lord. 
This possibility was most undesirable to the 
elder Dowagers, for, had the infant been a 
])oy, Ah-lu-tc, naturally, would live superseded 
them and become Regent in their stead. This 
contingency had to be avoided at all costs, and 
there were but two ways by which this could 
be done. Another Emperor had to be created 
at once. There were two possible candidates 
at hand — the son of Prince Kung and the son 
of Prince Cliun, the former a young man, the 
hitter an infant. 

The easiest and proper way out of the dif- 
ficulty would have been the choice of the son 
of Prince Kung, brother of the former Ivmperor 
Hsien Feng; hut to place him on the throne 
would have meant that Prince Kung would 
have to prostrate Iiimsdf before his own child 
— a subversion of Chinese ideas of ancestor 
worship — or retire from official life, where he 
v/as too useful to the Dowager Empress. Tsai 
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Tien, son of Prince Chun, then a child' of 
three and a half, wdiosc father it had been 
found necessary to remove, was, however, a 
candidate such as suited the purposes of Tsu- 
Shi, and with the aid of the Manchu Princes 
he was declared Emperor. ' . 

Thus one of the two alternatives to retain 
the Regency in their hands had been cleverly 
carried out by Tsu-Shi and her Imperial co- 
adjutor. But, so long as the possibility exist- 
ed that the young Avidow might give birth to 
a son, the road was not entirely clear. Only 
her death could settle that matter, and, strange 
to relate, she died suddenly, ten weeks after 
her husband. All that can be said here upon 
the subject is that there is no knowledge in 
existence which does more than enshroud the 
Dowager Empress in an atmosphere of 
mystery. 

An Infant Prodigy 

Before he had been an Emperor two months 
the youthful monarch "wrote" and "signed" 
some remarkable documents. Referring to the 
death of his predecessor, he "writes" — "Pros- 
trate upon the earth. We bewail Our grief to 
Heaven, vainly stretching out Our hands in 
lamentation." When requested to pick a 
fancy name to wear in his new position, little 
Tsai Tien chose the appellation of Kuang Su, 
signif3-ing "The Succession of Glory." Two 
days after the death of T'ung Chih he "rever- 
ently presents for the affectionate perusal of 
their Majesties" a memorial beseeching them 
to look after his interests during his nonage. 

The Empress Tsu-An died in 1881, leaving 
Tsu-Shi, the former slave girl, as the Empress 
and undisputed ruler of the Chinese Empire. 

The years of Kuang-Hsu's tutelage, until 
the arrival of events within the recollection of 
the reader, must be hurriedly glanced over. 
The strangest reports of the doings of the 
Dowager Empress were current from time to 
time. Pier alleged amours provided material 
for the scandal mongers ; she wrote a poem of 
six hundred stanzas, which was accejited by 
the lianku College — the highest university in 
China. She was no mean artist ; she was an 
excellent archer, and 'found in that sport her 
chief recreation within the palace grounds ; 
she even took boxing lessons from one of the 
eunuchs — these and the like statements were 
made about her. In 1889 the Emperor, a . 
studious lad of weak physique, took up the 
reins of go\'eriiment. 

The Dowager Empress continued, how- 
ever,, to be the real ruler. The policy which 
led to the war with Japan was hers rather 
than that of Li-Hung-Chang, her instrument 
in Korea, who, in the final crisis, begged her 
to make terms with Japan. Her arrogance and 
masterfulness in this case led to an era of tur- 
moil for China. She was credited with the in- 
tention of celebrating her sixtieth birthday 
with unparalleled magnificence, in which cap- 
tured "insolent pigmies," as the Japanese were 
picturesquely described in official Chinese lit- 
erature, were to figure as evidences of Chinese 
victories. She had a new road made from the 
Forbidden City to her residence, over which a 
great im])erial procession was to pass; every- 
where in China the tax collector turned the 
screw to provide the wherewithal for the im- 
perial festivities; gifts poured in upon her 
from the remotest parts of the kingdom ; ar- 
rangements were concluded by which she \vas 
to be glorified with unprecedented splendor. 
We need not recall the facts of the war with 
Japan. China collapsed as a maritime Power; 
her armies were mowed down by the Japan- 



ese ; a humiliating peace had to be made, and 
the glory of the Dowager Empress was for 
the time eclipsed. After the crushing disasters 
of the war with Japan, the Emperor seems 
further to have emancipated himself from the 
Dowager's leading strings. But not until the 
.spring of 189S did he take any strong personal 
action. Money was being raised by means of 
a national loan — practically a forced loan. 
Complaints were made to the Emperor of the 
extortions practised, and he issued an edict 
to stop them, laying down the principle that 
people were free to contribute or not as it 
pleased them — an act calculated to set the 
Chinese official world against hirii. In June 
he took personal action to check official ex- 
cesses in connection with the House and 
Opium tax. 

h'or the moment it seemed that China had 
a persoiud ruler other than the Dowager. But 
in September, 1898, the Dowager lunprc.ss 
startled the world by assuming the reins of 
government, and reducing the Emperor to a 
cipher. 

The Emperor had by this time fallen wholly 
under the influence of Kang Yu-Wei, the 
leader of the Reform party in China, and had 
not only shown a marked leaning tov.^ards 
European ideas, but had also issued a series 
of edicts which, in the eyes of the Manchus, 
were grossly revolutionary. One decree made 
the Throne more accessible to officials of 
lower rank, but here he met with calculated 
obstruction, the Board of Ceremonies sup- 
pressing a memorial that should have reached 
him. He was much enraged, wrote Sir Chuule 
MacDonald to Ford Salisbury in a despatch 
descriptive of the Reform movement, and 
forthwith cashiered the six chief officials of 
the board. Then he issued a further decree 
reiterating and amplifying his wishes in the 
matter. Memorials were to be piesented to 
him without delay. Any disobedience to this 
would be punished with the utmost rigor. He 
enumerated his previous edicts on reform and 
commanded that they be hung up in each 
Yamen throughout the Empire, so that neither j 
officials nor people should be ignorant of their 
contents. 

Further, he issued another and more re- 
markable edict calling attention to the advan- 
tages of European methods of administration, 
inveighing aganist degenerate officials and 
Ministers, and charging them with refusing to 
assis't him and with s[)reading reports calcu- 
lated to disturb the public mind. He wanted 
his subjects to know that they "could depend 
upon their Prince," aiid urged them to make 
China powerful by Ayo'rking for reform with 
"united mind." On the following day he re- 
peated this edict in even greater detail, giving 
access to the Throne to every subject, and 
threatening with the direst penalties any one 
who should interfere with the exercise of the 
privilege; and he commanded the high offi- 
cials to report by telegraph the positi\e steps 
they were taking to satisfy his. wishes. "The 
series of d.ecrees," wrote Sir Claude Mac- 
Donald, "are naturally creating a great com- 
motion in the Chinese official world, and it 
will be interesting to note their effect." 

The effect was promptly manifested by the 
rcaj)pcarance of the masterful I)ov,-ager and 
the disai^pearance, so far as the h'oreign Aliii- 
isters could then learn, of her nephew, the 
Emperor. On September 22 she issued an 
Imperial Decree making his action subject to 
her own will. Four days later an edict wan 
disseminated through the Empire cancelling 



the Reform Decrees of the Sovereign. Violent 
hands were laid on such members of the Re- 
form party who did not take flight, as did 
Kang Yu-\Vei, and on the 28th the brothers 
of the latter and five prominent reformers 
were publicly decapitated. Changes were 
made by the Empress in the Tsung-li- Yamen, 
while all the important posts in North China 
were filled with Manchus, notorious for their 
conservatism and hatred of the "foreign devil." 
The Emperor, said Sir Claude MacDonald, 
"bowed meekl}'- to the storm." He could do 
nothing else, for he was a prisoner, and for a 
time was thought to have been poisoned, or 
otherwise murdered by his illustrious rela- 
tive. This imputation upon a reputation al- 
ready sanguinary ^^vas, however, proved to be 
unjust, for when the Foreign Ministers jTresscd 
the Yamen for explanations of the mystery 
they were permitted to send a i',uro]iean doc- 
tor to sec him. Dr. Detheve, of the iM-ench 
Legation, was selected for the luirpose. He 
examined the Emperor, and found him to be 
suffering from Bright's disease, aggravated no 
doubt by the anxiety he had undergone, but 
still not in an im.mediatcly dangerous form. 

The slorm in the Palace w;is destined to 
lead tci a whirlwind without, and it is a matter 
(if historical fact that this was deliberateh' pre- 
j)arefl by the I'.nipress ]3owager, whose per- 
sonal re.sponsiliility for the P.oxer movement 
is proved to the hilt. Not only did she fill al\ 
the j'osts in North China with Manchus, sup- 
press tlie new boards constituted under the re- 
forming edicts of the Emperor, and make a 
clean sweep of officials who were so much as 
suspected of sympathy with foreign notions, 
but she also bestowed liberal presents of 
moriC}- on the Imperial troops, and in a variet}' 
of ways, direct and indirect, stimulated the 
mov(;ment again.st the alien. The result was 
seen in attacks upon foreigners in and near 
Peking, and in the daily growing necessity for 
reinforcing the guards at the Legations. 

No sooner was the Allied fqrce landed than 
the Empress — .so it may be assumed — gave 
the signal that set the Boxer forces and the 
Imperial troops in motion\against the foreign- 
ers. r3ut, with characteristic craft, she kept 
up the seudilance of negotiations with the Le- 
gations, even after the murders of the Chan- 
cellor of the Japanese Legation and of the 
C.crmau ^Minister, Baron von Ketteler. It is 
clear fiom the official story of events that she 
was playing a double game, so that, in the 
event of having to make peace with the Pow- 
ers, her ascendency would continue. To her 
Chinese entourage, however, she had no need 
to dissendde, and openly avowed her ill-\\'ill 
against the foreigners. Indeed, no one dared 
to combat lier views and counsel moderation 
— not, at It-^iist, after she had given orders, and 
had them carried out, by which -Yuan Chang 
and PIsu Ching-Cheng were sawn in pieces 
for pressing upon her the unpalatable advice 
that the hated alien should at least be tolerated. 

Just before the relief of the Legations the 
Empress Dowager retired to Sigan-fu, where 
she remained in safe seclusion until the close 
of iQOi, and the leturn journey was complet- 
ed on Janiiai}- 7— a date chosen b}' the sooth- 
sayers, foi-, it sliould be said, the Empress 
Dowager was one of the most superstitious of 
women. And, stiangcly enough, the journey 
\v;as in part made by railway, this being the 
first time the Court had used this foreign in- 
vention. To the terminus at Cheng-ting-fu 
the distance had to be covered by palanquin. 
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HE Alaskan or Mount McKinley 
range, of the exploration of which 
this book treats, lies almost in a 
straight line diagonally across in a 
north-easterly and south-westerly di- 
rection from 63 degrees north lati- 
tude to a point a little north of 62 degrees — 
Mount xMcKinley itself lying a little north of 
63 degrees and almost exactlv on the 151st 
parallel of west longitude, says the London 
Times, reviewing Frederick Cook's book, "The 
Top of the Continent." .Approached from the 
south, an "air line," as Dr. Cook loves to call 
it, of something less than 100 miles leads from 
the sea to Alomil iojraker, the nearest neigh- 
bor of Mount AlcKinlcy on its southwest, but 
these 100 miles must be doubled many times 
to arrive at the distance to be traversed by the 
would-be climber. The southern side of the 
slope is guarded by swamps, by great rivers, 
by forests and by canons, and he who 
traverses it nuist be impervious to the alter- 
nate heat and cold of the most variegated of 
climates, must be insensible to the attacks of 
the mosquito and the grizzly bear, and must, 
in Dr. Cook's own words, "be web-footed and 
duck-feathered and wing-finned, like a pen- 
guin." Add to these attractions the fact that, 
in the only season in which mountaineering is 
possible. Dr. Cook appears to have been con- 
tinually wet through, and some idea., can be 
gained of the perseverance necessary to reach 
even the foot of a Central Alaskan mountain. 

Into this wonderful laiid Dr. Cook led two 
expeditions. The first in 1903 landed at the 
head of Cook Inlet, some half-way between 
Juneau, tlic ucav capital of Alaska, and the ex- 
tremity of the Alaskan Peninsula. From the 
inlet some of the party proceeded by boat up 
the Yentna river, the remainder accompanying 
the thirteen pack horses overland to a rendez- 
vous on the Stwentna, the eventual aim being 
to turn the southwest end of the McKinley. 



range, and then advancing northeastwards to 
attack the mountain. The first part of this 
programme was successfully carried out, but 
at too great an expenditure of time to enable 
the party to malce more than one seri(5us at- 
tempt upon the mountain itself. Only 150 
miles of air line were necessar}' to bring the 
party to the head waters of the Kuskokwin, 
which flows northwesterly from the com- 
mencement of the range. But those 150 miles 
had employed a trail of 350. and before the 
party were in a position to make their att.-ick 
the 350 had grown into 500 and 54 days had 
elapsed. .Attempts were made to ascciul the 
mountain by its southwest ridge, and then, 
with the dread of the oncoming winter upon 
them, the party forced a passage back to the 
sotjtheast side of the range. The horses, the 
faithful companions of so many hardships, 
were perforce abandoned, and, by raft down 
the Chulitna and Susitna rivers, Tyonok and 
the sea were at last regained on ,Se.ptember 
2L1 after a walk of 700 and a river passage of 
305 niiics. The expedition had failed in its 
main oliject, but the results — not only in the 
acciuisillon of geographical knowledge, but 
also in the experience, which later brought 
success justified the labor. 

In 1906 Dr. Cook returned to the attack 
with a party increased in numbers and aided 
by a motor-boat for the difficult navigation of 
the Alaskan rivers. This time the Yentna 
was followed to its head waters, and the party 
tried vainly to find a passage through the 
range first from one and then from the ollier 
fork of the river. Then, after a journey along 
the eastern base of the range., the struggle was 
abandoned for the time and a return made to 
Tyonok. This was, however, only the prelim- 
inary to a third — and a successful — attempt. 
The invaluable motor boat was this time di- 
rected up the, Susitna, the most easterly of the 



great feeders of Cook Inlet, and a way forced 
from the bed of one of its tributaries to the 
northeast ridge of the mountain, the great di- 
vide between the river systems of the Susitna 
and the Yukon. Thence some seven days' la- 
bor and as many nights of cold brought Dr. 
Cook and his companions at last where they 
would be 011 September 16. 

The story of such a struggle has in it 
something of the epic. The scene is "of a cer- 
tain mngnilude." The issues arc those of 
lilc and ilc;n,!!. Fvcii as we write American 
tclcgr;inis inform us that l^r. Cook, who took 
up mountaineering "to offset the home-de- 
stroying call of the Arctic," has disappeared 
into the more icy regions north of Greenland, 
and that anxiety is felt for his safety. Above 
;dl, "the whole business of life comes bodily 
into" the stoiy. Hunger, thirst, and cold, and 
above all, the satisfaction or the mitigation of 
those sensations, beans and bacon and the 
warm poncho and the snow-house — these are 
the true stajilc of all books of adventure and 
exploration. And it is in this spirit that the 
narrative is conceived. In the silence and 
mystery of the hills Avhich Dr. Cook feels as 
deeply and as reverently as another, you must 
not forget the call to dinner, the wet feet, or 
the hideous plunge when your swimming horse 
overturns in the icy torrent. 

It is diffieuit to estimate the gain to geo- 
graphical science from these journeys. Alaska 
is being opened up under the influence of a 
passion stronger than that which drives men 
to the mountains as such. Railways arc being 
constructed or projected, towns grow up and 
disappear, the whole process of vulgarization 
jiroceeds, without regard to the nearness of 
the Arctic or the terrors of the Arctic 
night, and these influences may, at no great 
distance of time, bring the mountains of Cen- 
tral Alaska nearer than the Selkirks 



The arrangements for the trip were said to 
have been made by the Empress herself, who 
organized the details of transport and com- 
missariat. When it is said that the train of 
baggage carts numbered 3,000, that besides the 
horde of domestics, the Manchu Princes (each 
vvith a bodyguard of mounted men), the sol- 
diers, and the Court functionaries, there were 
four hundred eunuchs, some idea of the magni- 
tude of the procession can he formed. 

Never had such a journey been undertaken 
during the Manchu \lynasty rule in China. 
The idea of the Dowager Empress discussing 
special trains, and times of arrival and depar- 
ture with Belgian railway authorities — with 
"foreign devils" whom she desired to expel 
from the land — is almost grotesque. Yet she 
did these things ^vith acute intelligence and 
unfailing good luinioi, holding informal au- 
diences on station ]ilatforms while she per- 
sonally directed the (les|iaicli of her luggage. 
Truly a marveljous woman! Beside her the 
Emperor Kuang-Hsu and his childless lun- 
press were, in the eyes of observers, but pa- 
thetic nonentities. At Feng-tui the Court 
transferred itself to the Peking-Tientsin line, 
and thus the Dowager Eiupress and her com- 
panions and her vast follov.-ing were carried 
by tlie managers of the British line to their 
caj)! tal. 

For the last few years little has been heard 
of the Empress Dowager or of the Emperor. 
Though she was nearly seventy-four, she was 
a woman whp seemed gifted with exhaustless 
energy, and one whose continued existenc^ 
seemed, after all, to be necessary to Chh^ 
Whatever her mhsdeeds and mistakes — and'^he 
latter are serious, for her rule has been syn- 
onymou.s with loss of territory, with naval and 
military disasters, and with many humiliations 
to China — she was a great woman — great in 
^ambition, in imperiousness of will, in craft, in. 
the strength to get and to keep whatever she 
had set her heart upon, as worth attainment. 
Perhaps it should be added that she was greai 
also in crime ; but that is an aspect of her life 
which leads an inquirer upon treacherous 
ground, and had best be left as a subject of 
contention between rival schools of Chinese 
historians. 

The Emperor's seedling of reform, planted 
in 1898, sprang up again in 1906, when a num- 
ber of enthusiasts were summarily executed 

by the Empress's orders. Edicts were issued 
leading to the belief that certain AVestern in- 
novations would be introduced, including Con- 
stitutional government. But the supreinc con- 
trol, it was pointed out, would in all cases still 
rest with the Throne. The spirit of reform, 
however, has grown enormously among the 
people,. despite the machinations of her Maj- 
esty, who continued to launch promising 
Edicts and suppress, as far as possible, any 
attempts to act upon them. Towards the end 
of last year a great public political meeting 
was held in Peking, at which numerous dele- 
gates aired their views with commendable self- 
restraint. Orders were instantly forthcoming 
that no such meetings should henceforth be 
held in the capital — a move in which the hand 
of the Empress was jilainly discernible. When 
the American cable to China was completed 
in April, 1906, the Emperor, in reply to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, ended his dispatch with, "By 
order of the Empress Dowager, we now offer 
your Excellency our sincere congratulations." 
Personal Characteristics 

Miss Katharine Carl, an 'American lady 
who, in 1903, was commissioned to paint a 
portrait of the Dowager Empress to be sent 
to the St. Louis Exhibition, lias given an in- 
taresting account of the imperial lady in the 
book referred to at the commencement of this 
sketch. Tsu-Shi was then nearing her sixty- 
ninth year, but she might have passed for'a 
well-preserved woman of forty. "A perfectly 
proi)ortioned figure," Aliss Carl writes, "with 
he ad well set upon her shoulders and a fine 
presence; really beautiful hands, daintily small 
and high-bred in shape ; a symmetrical, well- 
formed head, with a good development above 
the rather large ears; jet black hair, smoothly 
parted over a fine, broad brow; delicate, well- 
arched eyebrows; brilliant black eyes, set per-, 
fcctly straight in the head ; a high nose, of the 
ty[K' the Chinese call 'noble,' broad between 
the eyes and 011 a line with the forehead; an 
uper lip of great firmness ; n ratlier large but 
beautiful iiKuilh, with mobile, red lips, which, 
when parted over her firm, white teeth, gave 
her smile a rare charm; a strong chin, but not 
of exaggerated firmness, and with no marks 
of obstinacy." She had a passion for flowers, 
and offerings of the choicest blooms were sent 
daily to the ]ialace by ]iriiices, courtiers, and 
officials. vShe sometimes luiixjred Miss Carl 
by taking her for walk's in the grounds of the 
jKilace, when she was always accompanied by 
a retinue of pet dogs, including thoroughbred 
King Charles spaniels. Of her ability. Miss 
Carl speaks in the highest terms, quoting 
with approval the remark of a distinguished 
Frenchman, "C'est le seul homme de la China." 

Though without the literary culture that 
distinguished the J£miiress co-regent, who died 
in 18S1, Tsu-Shi could ex|)rcss lierself in ele- 
gant Chinese :\nd Avritc graceful poetry. She 
liad read the Chinese classics, and one of her 
favorite historical characters was the warlike 
maiden Whar-mou-lalui, a Celestial Joan of 
Arc, who went to battle in man's attire. She 
showed con.siderable proficiency in painting 
flowers, and in her younger days had been an 
accomplished needlewoman. She greatly ad- 
mired the late Queen Victoria, whose portrait 
had an honored place in the Winter Palace. 
She sometimes remarked that she herself, like 
the Queen of England, had been a widow the 
greater part of her life, and ruled over a vast 
empire.
